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The Plague Held In Check at 
New York. 


Reassuring Bulletin Issued By the 
‘Health Board. 


A “Post Dispatch” Representative Visits 
the Hospital of Antwerp. 


REPORTED OUTBREAK OF CHOLERA IN 
TEXAS. 


Two Deaths and Four New Oases Said to 
Have Occurred at Gainesville—The 
President Will Further Restrict Im- 
migration—New York’s Pest Holes— 
The Men of Islip Again in Arms—Many 
Points Quarantining Against New 
York. 


‘New Yor«, Sept. 17.—The cholera news in 
New York to-day may be summed up in the 
facts conveyed in the followirg bulletin is- 
sued by the Health Board this afternoon: 

**Sept. 17, 4D. m.—No cases or suspected 
casesof cholera have appeared in this city 
since the last bulletin. 
 “**The total number of deaths from cholera 

in this city up to date have been five. The 
first death was on Sept. 6, the last on 
Sept. 12. 

**In the case of Edwerd Hoppe, of No. 1625 
Madison avenue, as reported by Herman K, 
Biggs and Edward K. Dunham, we would re- 
spectfnily report that the bacteriological ex- 
amination of the clothing stained with ejecta 
of Edward Hoppe, who died on Sept. 14, has 
failed to reveal the presence of Cholera 
Asiatico.’’ 

The public interest in cholera now is grow- 
ingless sharpand the people have lost the 
nervous apprehension that at the outset 
prevailed. Utmost vigor and vigilance are 
being exercised officially, and the public 
seems not disposed to shoulder anxieties that 
are belng borne to their satisfaction by the 
authorities. To dwellers here the quaran- 
tine ineasures of other localities against 
New York are read’ of with amused interest. 

The cases of suspected cholera mentioned 
in the 10 0’clock bulletin by the health of- 
_Clals were the four girls from the Friesland 
“$nthe Wieland Parker Hospital, and one, 
Jos. Comprevertz, who, it transpires, was 
taken illatéa. m, to-day. 

The woman, Mary Connerty, sick with 
cholera at the reception hospital, was 
reported better, From Brooklyn comes 
official announcement that there is zo 
cholera tn that city. 

The report of vital statisticsfor the week 
ended at noon to-day shows that there had 
Deen 750 eaths, a death rate of 
21.48 per 1,000.; Of the deaths four were from 
cholera and |ninety-eight from diarrheal 
diseases. Thé number of deaths during the 
previous week was 731, a death rate of 20.78 
per 1,000. : 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, treasurer of the 
Chamber of Commerce quarantine fund, re- 
ceived additionai subscriptions amount- 
ing to $2,800 up to noon to-day, mak- 
ing the total to date $183,751.94. A 
conference was held to-day between Health 
Officer Jenkins, the board of physicians and 
a number of experts on the whole subject of 
disinfection, and the Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce hopetobe able to make 
public next week the conclusions arrived at. 

There was nota new case of cholera in the 
city up to midnight. ‘Trouble is reported 
from Fire Island and the Islip Board of Health 
has given Proprietor Wallof the Surf Hotel 
orders to vacate within three days. The 
, County Sheriff has been ordered to eject all 
persons from the island. There are 125 
militia men still at the island under orders to 
hold the island. 

The Wyoming’s passengers were persuadea 
‘Jate to-day to go quietly tothe island. They 
had refused to leavethe boat earlier inthe 
day and had been threatened with force. 

There was another delay at Sandy Hook 
and no passengers were received at Camp 
Low during the day.

REPORTED OUTBREAK IN TEXAS. 


TWO DEATHS AND FOUR NEW CASES SAID TO 
~  ‘' HAVE OCCURRED AT GAINESVILLE. 
DENISON, Tex., Sept. 17.—Reliable informa- 

tion from Gainesville, about thirty miles 
west of this city, is to the effect that cholera 
has appeared at Gainesville and two 
deaths resulted therefrom to-day. Four new 
cases are reported. All the patients are in 
quarantine. The epidemic was brought 
there by a party of emigrants destined to the 
Mennonite colony at Muenster, fourteen 
miles west of Gainesville. The health officer 
in this city received information the other 
day to be on the lookout fora party of Rus- 
sian Jew emigrants from an infected 
European port. Instead of coming via 
Denison they went by another 
route, and when they landed in Gainesville 
the disease made its appearance. The re- 
ports are vetified by J. D. Ferguson, a claim 
agent of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
way. Strict quarantine regulations are now 
enforced by the health officers and the dis- 
ease may be held in check.

With the fleet in the lower bay all was well 
at 8 o’clock save for measles on the Bohemia, 
which has 200 children aboard. All her pas- 
sengers have been scrubbed with soap and 
the disinfection of the mg continues, 

The passengers ofthe Wyoming, who ap- 
pealed this morning for release, have refused 
to be transferred to Fire Islan’, but Dr. 
Jenkins asscres them that their ship is in- 
fected and they must go voluntarily or by 
force. All the immigrants on Hoffman Island 
will probably be landed at Camp Low, on 
Sandy Hook, by to-morrow. 

The Cunarder Etruria has been boarded 
and all were found to be well. She has 568 
first and 75 second-class passengers and no 
stesrage. Among her passengers are Mr. 
and Mrs, August Daly and Miss Ada Ronan, 
Mr. W. Lane Booker, British Consui General, 
and Hon. W. Endicott and Mrs. Endicott. 

The cabin passengers of the State of Ne- 
vada have already come up to the city. The 
steeraze will come to-morrow. Every one of 
the Scandia’s 1,000 passengers will be re- 
clothed to-day and then transferred to Camp 
Low. Their own clothing will be (isinfected 
and returned to them before they are dis- 
charged. 

As.the afternoon wore away there came 
from Swinburne Island’ the record of one 
death, that of Chage Bass, a woman 28 years 
old and a native of Russia. She came in on 
the Bohemia. 

To-day the steamers Bohemia, Scandia and 
Rugia signalled that their supply of water is 
getting short. The supply of water on hoard 
= Rugia is not sufficient for more thana 

ay. 

The steamers Etruria, City of Chester and 
Fuerst Bismarck were released from qvar- 
antine at 4:30 p. m. to-day and left for their 
docks. 

the Hamburg steamer’ Wieland was re- 
leased from quarantine at 5:30 p.m. She ar- 
rived here on Sept. 9 The Bothnia and Mo- 
hawk now comprise the fleet at the upper 
quarantine. 

Dr. Walser returned from the Lower Bay at 
8p. m.and reported that Regina Eskopf, 
aged 16, was taken from the Scandia to Swin- 
burne Island, suffering from cholera, She 
wil! prohably die. Otherwise the previous 
census remains unchangel. 

The steamer Standard has arrived from 
Swinemunde with thirty-six steerage pas- 
sengers, and reports all well. 


ISLIP AGAIN IN ARMS, 


THE BAY SHORE MEN REVOLT AGAINST THE OC- 
CUPATION OF FIRE ISLAND. 
Fire ISLAND, N. Y., Septs 17.—The Islip 


Board of fréalth at a meeting to-day adopted 


a resolution to the effect that the landing and 
retention upon Fire Island or at any place 
within the limits of Islip, whether by 
direction of the State health officers 
or other officials or persons, is 
is violation of regulations lawfully 
established by the local board. The landing 
and retention of such passengers and their 
baggage is also declared lilegal and danger- 
oustolife and health. The passengers and 
baggage now onthe island are required to 
be removed beyond the limits of Islip within 
three days, beginning to-day. The bringing 
ofany additional passengers or their bag- 
gage to Fire Is!and, or within the limits, is 
also forbidden. The chairman of 
the board was directed to try the 
violations of the regulation ofthe board, the 
disobedience of its lawful orders or other 
acts before the Grand-jury and to take neces- 
sary steps to secure the indictment and pros- 
ecution of all concerned. The board author- 
ized the Sheriff of suffolk County to appre- 
hend and remove all such persons from the 
limits of Islip, to prevent the further entry 
within itof any persorsor baxugage and tu 
callto his aid for that purpose the whole 
power of his coun'y. 

In view of this belligerent attitude of the 
Islip Board of Health Capt. Cochran has 
again recalled his orders tor the troops to 
return home to-morrow. When he received 
the news he ordered the battalion under 
arms. He then putadditional sentiles around 
on landing points and doubied the guard, 
He telephoned tiie squad on board the Kipple 
at Babylon, commanding them to come to 
the island at once and resist all attempts of 
the poard. The small boats along the shore 
were seized forthe use of the military. Dr. 
Jenkins was notified of the condition of 
affairs and has telegraphed Gov. Flower for 
orders. 

Wiile everything was serene among those 
persons stationed at the Surf Hotel andali was 
in readiness for the reception of some of the 
detained passengers on the Wyoming and 
Scandia, a messenger from the Board of 
Heaith of Islip sped quickly across the great 
South Bay ina sail boat ang handela sealed 
énvelope to a sentry patroling the wharf 
addressed to Capt. Cochran and “Mr. 
Wall, manager of the hotel. The con- 
tents of this communication served _ to 
create the greatest excitementth at this now 
famous place has experienced For atime 
every one seemed astonished at the action of 
the Islip authorities, but, recovering from 
the shock, orders were quickly issued by 
Capt. Cochran calling out the battalion and 
reinforcing the guards on duly near the 
points of approach to the Island. 

Parties who have reached here in acat 
boat from Bay Shore confirm the reports that 
the bay men are organized for the purpose of 
assisting the Sheriff to remove the seventy- 
one occupants of Fire Island. The persons 
state that most of the members of the posse 
are weil armed. Capt. Cochran intends to 
seize the next salling boat that comes along 
for reconnoitering purposes. Two bay men 
who landed from the Ripple this morning 
have been arrested, charged with insulting 
soldiers. They were lectured and released, 


FREE OF THE YELLOW FLAG, 


THE NORMANNIA’S PASSENGERS OUT OF THE 
CLUTCHES OF QUARANTINE. 

New York, Sept. 17.—The passage up the 
Bay of the steamer Cepheus, one of the Coney 
Island iron steamboats which carried so 
many Christian Endeavor delegates last 
summer, was like the return ofa ship given 
up for lost. She had on board the passengers 
of the Normannia just released from the Surf 
Hotel at Fire Island. At 9:15 0’clock ip the 
morning, the Cepheus pulled away from Fire 


Island with the cheering, weary throng 
aboard, and a few minutes: later she 


went aground on the bar, Several hours later 
the high tia® ed and she 


proceeded toward the city. The Cepheus 
rounded Morton’s Point, the western end of 
Coney Island, at 2:05 o’clock and at 2:15 
sped by the upper boarding station. As she 
passed up the bay every craft saluted her 
and the passengers cheered and waved their 
hats and handkerchiefs wildly. ‘hey were 
beside themselves with delight when qurran- 
tine was reached. The band played a lively 
air while the boat touched at the wharf long 
enough to toss aboard the mails and receive 
a permit to proceed. 

**Any cholera aboard?’’ asked a man on 
the wharf, and everybody laughed. The re- 
porters, doctors and others chéered the pas- 
sengers lustily as the Cepheus started for the 
city. the Way upevery craftshe passed 
w at ber, and cheers rang ou 
the she passed up the North River 
her) the Ham - ca 
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assemble on the plerat about 20’clock. Soon 
thereafter word was received that the 
Cepheus was off quarantine; Then telescopes 
and field glasses were brought into requlsi- 
tion, and every approaching boat was 
scanned. 

An orchestra of forty instruments from El- 
dorado took a position on the pier. The men 
volunteered their services. \ 

‘*There she is, there she is,’’ shouted some 
one at last. 

‘*Where? where?’’ criedeveryone else. * 

‘Over against the New York shore, just off 
the Battery,’’ cried the discoverer, who had 
a big fleld-glass, 

It was the Cepheus. She steamed up the 
river rapidly. <A at shout went up as soon 
as-she was within hailing distance, and the 
air was full of waving flags and handker- 
chiefs, newspapers and walking sticks. 
The crowa of 1,000 began to dance as if 
the pier was charged with electricity. 
Men, women ana children jumped up and 
down, waving handkerchiefs, canes and 
umbrellas. Many begantocry out the names 
of their frieniis, while the Cepheus was 
several hundred yards away. As the boat 
came nearer and nearerand the faces that 
were packed close along the rail could be dis- 
tinguished, the tumult grew. Everybody did 
his best to outshout everybody else. For 
some of the women the strain proved too 
great and they burst into tears. ne woman 
was in hysterics for nearly fifteen minutes, 
and several women fainted. 

At 3 o’clock the boat was made fast and the 
gangway lowered. A little girl with a doll 
clasped in her hand saw her father on the 
pier. ‘*‘Mamma! mamma!’’ she _ cried, 
‘*look, there’s panpa.’’ She wasthe first to 
jand and she flew into her father’s arms and 
covered him with kisses, 

For a time it was like a big foot-ball game. 
Those on the boat rushed down and those on 
the dock rushed forward to tackle them with 
embraces. Ali the women and children were 
wee ping and half the men had tears in their 
eyes. It was such a scene as 
a New York dock has seldom 
if ever witnessed. The personal baggage of 
the sere pang fresh from disinfection and 
fumigation, came up ina big barge from the 
lower bay and soon everybody was busy 
claiming trunks and packagesand answering 
the questions of the Custom-house inspec- 
tors, who were working as fast as possible so 
astoletthe returned exitand gohome. An 
extra force of inspectors had been sent over 
to facilitate matters. One by one the ex- 
quarantined travelers departed, and by 7 
o’clock the dock was deserted and there was 
rejoicing in many DaDpY homes, while those 
who did not have any homes did not rejoice 
any the lesson that accoent. People from 
Western cities hurried off by the first trains, 
out of fear New York would be quarantined 
against. 


THE PRESIDE NT’S POWER. 


HE HAS THE AUTHORITY TO IMPOSE FURTHER 
RESTRICTIONS ON IMMIGRATION, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 17.—Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding speaking to the Post 
DISPATCH correspondent said: ‘*‘The Gov- 
ernment has _ at last received as- 
surances from the steamship com.- 
panies that their immigration 
traffic shall cease at once. This greatly 
simplifies matters and materially lessens the 
danger of an epidemic of cholera in this 
country. Those emigrants now on the sea 
will, of course, be permitted to land after a 

safe perioa of detention of quarantine.’’ 

Attorney General Miller submitted an 
opinion to-day in response to the President’s 
telegraphed inquiry of the 9th inst. as tothe 
extent of the powers conferred upon the 
Surgeon General of the Marine Hospital ser- 
vice and the Secretary of the Treasury, with 
the President’s approval, to make quaran- 
tine regulations in reference to 
immigration from infected ports. He 
holds that consistently with® State laws 
and regulationsit isentirely competent for 
the federal officers named to impose addal- 
tional restrictions. After instancing concur: 
rent legisiation by the State and Federal Gov: 
ernment forthe regulation of commerce and 
the liquor traffic and to pre- 
vent counterfeiting the Attorney-General 
says: ‘*So, coming more closely tothe subject 
matter, itis held competent for the state 
authorities to imposeatax upon shipments 
forthe purpose of paying the expenses of 
administering her inspection, or quarantine 
laws, and at the same time the genera! 
government may, and does, impose 
a tax — head tax — on immigrants 
fora like purpose and this is not understood 
to involve any necessary conflict of jurisdic- 
tion.’’ After quoting from laws adopted by 
Congress at varioustimes and particularly 
from the actor April 29, 1878, the Attorey- 
General says: 

‘*The intent to aid inthe enforcement of the 
State laws upon the subject is manifest, or 
in the language of the act, ‘There shall be no 
interference inuny Manner with any quar- 
antine iaws or regulations as they now exist 
ormay hereafter be adopted under the State 
laws.’ 

‘*Both shall work to the Same end,the keep 
ingaway from our homes anc people con- 
tagion and pestilence, and inthe same spirit 
the State officers may become clothed with 
the national power and authorized and em- 
powered toact as officers and agents of the 
national quarantine system, etc, 

‘*While this is true,does it follow that noth- 
ing can be done except what Is authorized by 
the State law? Ithink not. The only limita- 
tion is that the Federal regulations must 
not interfere with the State law. For in- 
stance, the quarantine laws for the port 
of New York, as established by the 
State, do not prescribe any quarantine 
period. This is left to the health officer. 
suppose the period named by him is deemed 
too short he is in my opinion clearly com- 
petent under the acts of Congress above 
quoted to prescribe a longer period both 
for persons and cargo, andthe regulations 
careluily providing that the federal jurisdic- 
tion should attach upon the expiration of 
State action. Thecontrary of this proposi- 
tion is not to besupposed.’’ Inconclusion the 
Attorney-General says: ‘‘Inestablishing the 
national quarantine system as 
dominated in the act of 
and conferring upon certain 
power to frame all needful rules and regula- 
tions for that purpose, which rules when ap- 
proved bav2 all the force of law, an inten- 
tion as shown to vest here a wide discretion. 
The only limitation is that such regula- 
tions shall not conflict with or 
impair any sanitary or quarantine regula- 
tions of the State or municipal authorities. 
In measuring the effect of this limitation it 
must not be forgotten thatthe State laws 
and regulations are in the nature of restric- 
tions: and not in the nature 
of grants of authority to either 
immigrants or transportation companies. The 
authority of immigrants to come and of 
transportation companies to bring such im 
migrants is not derived from tle State 
statutes or regulations. The State by its 
statute and regulations in the exercise of 
its police powers simply provides 
that immigrants shall not come in 
exceptafter compliance with the laws and 
regulations. ‘he State does not provide and 
has no power to provide as against federal law 
and regulations that upon such compliance 
such ships and immigrants shall come in. 
Hence, consistently with the State laws ana 
reguiations it is entirely. competent for 
federal regulations to impose additional 
restrictions, and hence, also, the proposition 
of an additional pete of quarantine or the 
total exclusion of all vessels or vehicles com- 
ing foreign port or coun- 
try any jj contagious disease 
may exist, or wessels or velicles conveying 
any person or persons’ merchandise or ani- 
mals affectea with any infectious or con- 
tagious disease from any partof the United 
States is within the powers conferred upon 
the officers named in yuur inquiry acting 
with your approval. i 

Secretary Foster is still considering the 
question of how steerage trafic from 
European parts may be stopped without in- 
terfearing with the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens who may be abroad 
with their passage back home 
engaged inthe steerage. Mr. Foster thinks 
that such people should not be prevented 
from returning home at their own pleasure 
inthe way contracted for, and before any 
official order is issued to reach immigrants 
who travel below decks care will be taken to 
see that no hardship !s imposed on our own 
peopie at present abroad. 

Surgeon-General Wyinan was in consulta- 
tion to-day with Dr. Devaux, Superintendent 
of Public Health of North Dakota, whois in 
Washington urging a morecomplete inspec- 
tion of emigrants coming into that State 
from.

Secretary of State Foster, who will leave 
for Loon Lake §p-Bignts to confer with the 
President on tHe advigapility of issuing a 
proclamation susperding ail immigration 
during the prevalence of cholera in Europe. 
Inthe meantime the Treasury Department 
will hold in abeyance its answer to the steam- 
ship compabies as to whether American citl- 
zens now in Europe can return in the steer- 
age. The Department fs at present inclined 
to the opinion that they can doso. 

Statistics of the Iimmilgration into the 
United states forthe month of August last 
have just been compiled, The figures anti- 
date the issue of the order restrict- 
ing immigration from infected European 

orts, but are interesting as show- 
ng what might have been expected during 
the current month if no check had been in- 
terposed onthe influx, There were 45,472 im- 
migrants landed inthe month, ‘hese were 
almost exactly the figures of the previous 
year. Thirty-five thousand of them 
came by way of New York, 4,000 
through Boston, 8,500 through Baitimofe 
and 2,500 through Philadelphia. Germany 
contributed 10,500 of them and Russia 5,000 
more. In other words, if immigration had 
not been practically suspended, there would 
have been {5,000 immigrants from cholera 
suspected districts shipped to the United 
States in the month of September.

CLEANING UP WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, D, C., Sept. 17.—The 
national health authorities are giving 
their attention largely mow to the 
situation here. Both the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Surgeon-General 
of the Marine Hospital service are 


alive to the importance of keeping this town 
inthe bestjsanitary condition for the next 
ten days, and are in frequent. consultation 
with District officials with thatend in view. 
It is a large undertaking. The . chief 
danger will proceei from a vast 
camp which has been pitched on the Potomac 
flats south ofthe White House, and where 
thousands of the old veterans will sleep at 
night. Thelocality isthe most unhealthy in 
the citv, and put to camp uses, will, 
of course, become areal menace to the coni- 
munity. Everything possible, however, Is 
being donetoinsure safety. An emergency 
hospital, with a large staif of phg:icilans con- 
stantly on hand, day and nivht, 
will te established on the ground, 
so that the slightest disorder 
may have immediate attention. But the de- 
fective drainage cannot be remedied, and 
there is the most serious concern felt as to 
the outcome there. The sanitary conditions 
elsewhere in town are satisfactory, although 
hundreds of extra officials sworn 
in forthe occasion, are patroling beats to 
prevent the sudden development of any kind 
ofa nuisance, Ajwise step taken to-day was 
thr subjecting ofall fruit stands to official 
inspection and ordering the destruction of 
all over-ripe fruit and stale vegetables. 

Still, complete as the arrangements are for 
the reception and entertainment of the visi- 
tors, a feeling ofextreme nervousness per- 
vaded the town. Idle reports about cholera 
cases are speedily snapped up, and officials 
are kept busy denying them, Not asingle 
case hasappeared hereasyet. Nobody would 
be astonished, however, to be authoritatively 
informed any hour of the appearance of the 
disease in town. The officials laudably de- 
clare an intention to promptly announce the 
fact should the disease appear. They take 
the ground that the public tis entitled to the 
truth, and that concealment under such cir- 
cumstances would De acrime. At the same 
time they will exert themselves to see that 
all sensational rumors are instantly dis 


posed of. 


IN RHODE ISLAND. 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 17.—The Board of 
Health has voted toaccept the offer of Bishop 
Harkins, and will at once erect upon his 
estate, ‘‘Eagle Crest,’’ a temporary hospital 
for cholera patients. It will have accommo. 
dations for twenty-four persons. As the re- 
sultof the cholera scare in New York sev- 
eral of the more prominent residents who 
belong In that city will remain here until all 
danger is over. The Newport people, for the 
same reason, have abandonec their proposed 
trip to New York. 

AT BOSTON. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 17.—To-day the State 
Board of Health is sending out to railroad 
and other corporations all over Massachu- 
setts a circular calling attention to the ne- 


cessity of maintaining cleanliness in water 
closets, depot restaurants, railroad cars, 
“The steamer Wetherby from Hamburg, 
which has been In quarantine here fora week, 
will probably remain here until winter. 
There is no sickness among the crew; 
the ship carries no passengers, but the health 
authorities have decided that ‘‘it is better to 
be sure than sorry,’’ and will detain her 
until sure that she has no cholera germs in 
her hold. Her cargo, manifested as miscel- 
laneous, consists principally of beet sugar, 
which is very damp and is packed in woolen 


bags.

ANTWERP AND HAMBURG. 


A “Post-Dispatch’’ Representative in the 
Etricken Cities. 


The following is fromthe special represen- 
tative ofthe PostT-DISPATCH and New York 
WORLD, Dr. William Shaw Bowen, who was 
senttothe seat of the plague in Western 
Europe to cable the truth about the visitation 
there: 

ANTWERP, Sept. 17.—Hearing that a malig- 
nant variety of Astatic cholera prevailed at 
Antwerp, I hastened here from death-strick- 
en Hamburginorder to make Pg py ah 2 
tion sothat I might determine the actual 
condition of affairs. Antwerp, Mke Ham- 
burg, is closely connected with New York by 
agreatline of passenger steamers, and the 
importance of ascertaining how much sick- 
ness prevails at the starting point for hun 
dreds of tourists now returning home cannot 
be otherwise than apparent. Antwerp ap- 
pears on the face to be very clean. It 
has not the fine even pavement of Hamburg, 
but the rough surface of the _.§ streets 
andallthe areas Ihave observed bear evi- 
dence of careful attention. Along the quays 
and onthe water front remarkable cleanli- 
ness prevails. The canals contain stagnant 
water, something more or less inevitable. 
Contrasting Antwerp at present with the 
condition prevailing a few years ago the gen- 
eral hygienic condition of the city is admira- 
ble. The only way to obtain accurate in- 
formation on the subject of the prevalence of 
anepidemic disease is to go to the place 
where all cases of sickness of a contagious or 
infectious nature are sent. Accordingly I as- 
certained that during the present slight vis- 
itation of cholera the victims bave immedi- 
ately been removed from their homes to the 
f&tuyvenberg Hospital. 

The authorities adopted stern measures to 
repress the disease. Every case has been 
sent to the hospital andthe patient’s domi- 
cile subjected to a system of disinfection that 
leaves no germs Dehind. Tosay nothing of 
the integrity of the furaiture in the sick 
room. there bas been none of the faulty 
way of leaving the sick from cholera at home 
without disinfecting the premises until the 
patient was dead or. cured, as 
is the policy at Hamburg. To 
allay popular excitement by sparing people 
the spectacle ofaconstant stream of amobu- 
lances on the streets, the lugubrious rounds 
of the dead wagons are made at night. 

1 soon ascertained that. all the cases of 
cholera now existing in Antwerp are at the 
Stuyvenberg Hospital. Itisdifficult to ob- 
tain and entrance. Mr. Lincoln, Consul 
for the United States here, a very courteous 
gentleman, who afforded me ali the desired 
assistance, intimated that there were diffi- 
culties In the way, but after a consultation 
with Mr. Haine, the Vice-Consul, the 
way was opened for my entrance to 
the Stuyvenberg sick wards. This morning 
I drove to the suburb where the hospital is 
located in company with Mr, Haine, whoisa 
member of the legislature of the Province 
of Antwerp andaclitizen of high standing 
and much influence in Antwerp. I was re- 
ceived by Dr. Pinnoy, the director, one of the 
most distinguished physicians of Belgium, a 
kindly littie old gentleman, who, in response 
to Mr. Haine’s request, conveyed me to the 
pavilion containing the only known cases of 
cholera in the city. Stuyvenberg is, like 
the Eppendorfer Hospital at Hamburg, 
a model institution, built on the 
pavilion plan, with beautiful parterres 
of flowers blooming gaily amid exquisite 
cleanliness and order. The pavilion contain- 
ing the cholera patients is circular, wide, and 
witha high conical roof. YVhirty tron cots 
are arranged around the walls. 

There is plenty of fresh air—100,000 cubic 
feet to each cot. There were only seven occu- 
pants, all women, with the eXceptio&k of a 
beautiful little yellow-haired boy, but not a 
single man has been sick of cholera in Ant- 
werp. 

This morning all were convalescent except 
two. Of the latter, one wasa young woman 
who, although very much prostrated, will 
recover. 

A delicate and interetsing young woman of 
ig recently brought in, the only arrival to- 
day, lay ina condition of collapse. She had 
just vomited profusely half a basin of a thin, 
clear fluid of a faint shade of eau de Nile with 
a sediment hke bran, which quickly collected 
at the bottom. Her face looked terribly 
anxious and leaden with pallor. Her eyes 
were sunken, and hercold, pallid tongue 
showed through her half open and bianched 
lips. Her breath was short and labored, 
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ing cramps in the calves of the legs were 
present prior to herarrival at the hospital. 
The patient was’ naturally consumptive @fia 
probably has not sufficient stamina to throw 
off the attack. 

Dr. Pinnoy said that the few cases of chol- 
era seen this yearin Antwerp were very s@- 
vere in type, and that there was no mistake 
in the character of the disease. All of the 


victims came from among the lower class of 


the population dwelling on the borders of 
the canals and on the River Scheldt. 
Public attention was first attracted to 
it by-an article published on Sept..1 mM 
Independence Belge and written by Dr. Van 
Ensenger. Isolated cases of sickness recog- 
nized to be of thecholeric nature occurred 
about the middle of August. Upto midnight, 
Sept. 13, there has been 110 cases of cholera, 
of which sixty recovered, thirty-eighty died 
and twelve remained in the hospital. The 
latter number was reduced to-day to 
the figuresI have givenas the result of my 
observations at Stuyvenberg. ° 

Dr. Pinnoy took anactive part during the 
great epidemic of cholera epidemic of cholera 
at Antwerp in 1866 when 8,000 dled. 

His view of the present inroad of the 
Asiatic plague js that cholera bacilli are now 
scattered over Belgium and North Germany 
and part of France, and that here in Antwerp 
the local conditions are unfavorable for the 
poison todo its work, 2s is not the case in 
Hamburg, Havre and Paris. Dr. Pinnoy said 
thatafew cases more only were expected 
this autumn. 

The treatment at Stuyvenberg Hospital is 
very much the same as at Hamburg. 
Dr. Pinnoy does not believe that good 
results may be obtained from the in- 
fusion of salt water into the _ veins 
of cholera patients who have passed to the 
semi-moribund stage as resorted to at the 
Eppendorfer and Altes Allgemeines hospitals 
in Hamburg. A novel and interesting pro- 
ceedure, however, by one of Dr, Pinnoy’s as- 
sistants, to whom I was presented, on a 
cholera patient in an advanced stage of the 
disease, with the usual manifestations of the 
action of the polsonous germs inthe bowels, 
was the performing of the operation of 
laparotomy, the interior of the bowels being 
washed with salt water at a temperature of 
100 degs. No benefit was observed there- 
from. 

Dr. Pinnoy informed me that the guiding 
temperature on which he based his estimate 
of the recovery or death of & patient was 9% 
degs., as shown by a thermometer placed in 
the armpit. All cases here in which the 
temperature of the body fell below %6 degs. 
have proved fatal. 

It will be seen that the outbreak of cholera 
at Antwerp is slight, The population of the 
city is about 240,000 exclusive of the suburbs. 
there is usually a floating population of 8,000 
or9,000 of the class usually found in a great 
maritime city. It will be seen that there 
is NO unusual mortality for the death rate for 
the week ending Sept. 10 was 114 as againsta 
total of 1038 during the corresponding week of 
last year. 

The steamship Noordland of the Red Star 
line sails for New York on Saturday. She has 
an immense list of cabin passengers but no 
emigrants will be transported until 
Antwerp can give a clean bill 
of heath. The passengers are coming in 
to-day and seem to be ofa class not likely to 
communicate cholera. Extraordinary care 
istaken by the steamship line officials to 
prevent the transportation of cholera mi- 
crobes, andif human efforts will prevail the 
voyage will be free from sickness, 

It is, in my judgment, derived from care- 
fully obtained information, that beyond a. 
thorough investigation of the condition of 
the ship, crew and passengers on arrival at 
New York no detention against Antwerp Is 
necessary. 

The health of Brussels is better even than 
that of Antwerp.

SOME SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

Paris, Sept. 17.—The condition of affairs in 
all Europe and especially here is more satis- 
factory. The improvement is notable in 
four ofthe xwzreat centers of the epidemic. 
Hamburg has dropped from 700 cases 
dally to 300, St. Peterburg reports 
dally only about 60 cases, Paris 
40, Havreis downto 15, a great reduction, 


although the indefinite reports make it im- 
possible to say exactly what the reduction is. 
Another ground for encouragement Is that in 
all the figures given the mortality 1. smaller 
and the type less virulent. Paris ‘is recov- 
ering its natural aspect as the epi- 
demic decreases. The bright weather seems 
to give confidence and gayety. More 
carriages are to be seen in the Boils de 
Boulogne and on the Avenue Des Champs 
Elysees and thereis more life in the cafes. 
Despite the constant occurrence of about 
forty cases daily no person of note has yet 
been a victim. ‘The plague seizes mostly 
children and unknown poor people living in 
misery. ‘ihereis no uneasiness, not a sign 
anywhere of anything approactiing a panic. 

The way Paris regards forty cases is a good 
example for New York, which appears to be 
inclined to be excited over one case daily. It 
is foolish to belittle the possibilities of the 
deadiy malady, but equally so to ae. 
gerate the alarm. If it should unhappily 
increase in New York the chy 
may perhaps be calmer when it 
gets up to twenty cases a day than it is with 
one, as people will get a little used to it. 
Certainly there is noreason for New York to 
be more alarmed than other cities. None.is 
better equipped to meetsuchan emergency. 
From personal knowledge of the New York 
Health Department and of stmilar services in 
alllarge cities in Europelcan say without 
qualification that the New York department 
is superior in organization, intelligence, 
energy and efficiency to any on this side. 
Moreover there are some current comparit- 
sons between New York and Paris to the dis- 
advantage of New York, which are erroneous. 

Paris is said to be clean and New York 
filthy. This istrue as to the surface ofthe 
streets, but In the more essential elements of 
cleanliness, such as are of moment ip regard 
to the cholera, the balance isthe other way.

AN INTERESTING DOCUMENT EXINBITED AT THE 
ORIENTALIST CONGRESS. 
 Lonpon, Sept. 17.—At the 
Orientalist Congressin this city an 
esting document was submitted

Vienna, a distinguished orientalist, 
document referred to is a papyrus m: 
script discovered a few montits ago in ey] 
and is supposed by some authoriti 
oldest copy extant of portions of 
Testament books of Zachariah and 
These pages of papyrus, when int 
about 10 inches high and 7 inches wide, each 
containing twenty-eight for writing, 
both sides of the sheet b used. he 
complete line contains from fourt 
seventeen letters. The sheets are boun 
gether in the form of a book tn the primitiv 
though careful manner, with cord and st 
of old parchment. The Greek of this docu- 
ment is written without intervals between 
the, words, acustom observed bothin old 
(reek and old Hebrew manuscripts. The 
papyrus is in fair preservation, and # be- 
HMeved to date:from the thirdor fourth cen- 
tury. It thus ranksin age with the oldest 
Greek manuscripts of the Septuagint version 
of the Old Testament in London, Rome and 
St. Petersburg. 

The differences inthis papyrus tend tothe 
conclusion that it was.copied from some 
original Septuagint Bible, which was frst 
translated about the year 280 bL. C., for the 
use ofthe Hellenistic Jews inkgypt, who, 
having gradually forgotten the Hebrew, 
tongue, had learned to speak the Greek. 
The first examination has shown that it has 
several new readings which surpass some of 
the other Septaugints textsin clearness of 
expression and simplicity of grammar. It 
would also appear that it was copied from 
another Septuagint Bible and was not writ- 
ten, as was frequently the case, from dicta- 
tioh. Asecond scribe has occasionally cor- 
rected some mistakes of orthography made 
Dy the originat coprist.- These are still to be 
distinguished by the different color of the ink, 

This manuscript is deemed of such import- 
ance that the 7imes devoted three-quarters | 
ofa full page to printing fac similes of two of | 
the ancient sheets anda translation of their 
coptents.

| THE FEUD ENDED. 
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But Not Till Peter Richardson Had Been 
Shot to Death, 


A WOMAN THE CAUSE OF A. DEADLY 
DUEL BETWEEN TWO FARMERS,

The Dalton Gang Not Yet Captured—De- 
tective Hartzfelt Made a Rich Man by 
Capturing Morgan, the Long-Pursued 
Murderer—Mail-Box Robbers Captured 
Through a Shrewd Scheme. 


BONNE TERRE, Mo., Sept. 17.—At about 10 
o’clock this morning this usually quiet town 
was the scene of a shocking trageay in which 
one man was instantly Killed and another 
probably fatally wounded, 
Richardson and Hiram Featherstone 
were two farmers living about 
four miles east of this place. For some time 
past Richardson has suspected his wife of 
being improperly intimate with Feather- 
stone, who is also a married man. A few 
days ago Richardson and his wife quarreled 
over the matter and he is alleged to 
have made threats at the time against 
the life of both his wife and Featherstone. 
Mrs. Richardson, alarmed for her own 
safety, made complaint to the proper author- 
ities and had her husband placed under 
bond to keep the peace. Instead of 
keeping the peace, however, he 
armed himself, and Featherston, having 
heard of the threats, did Iikewilse. 
The presence of a circus brought many 
country people totown to-day, and among 
them Richardson and Featherstone,‘ the 
latter accompanied by his wife. Feather- 
Stone stopped his wagon opposite the Post- 
office and got out, leaving his 
Wife in the vehicle while he tent 
into the office. On coming out 
he was accosted by Richardson, but the few 
words that passed between them were un- 
heard until Richardson drew his pistol and 
avowed his intention to kill Featherstone 
and then fired. The ballstruck Featherstone 
in the abdomen, inflicting what was 
at first thought to be a fatal 
wound. Being much the more powerful 
man he at once grappled with his murderous 
adversary and, throwing hig leit arm around 
him, he pinioned both his arms and thus pre. 
vented him from taking asecend shot. So 
quickly and _  noislessly had the  at- 
fair occurred that, though there were 
a large number of people on the 
Street, until the men clinched no one sus- 
pected any trouble and almost Instantly 
those whose attention had. been attracted by 
Kichardson’s shot, saw the gleam ofa revol- 
ver as the wounded man drew his hand 
from his hip pocket and the 
next moment there was a muffled 
report as the pistol pressed against Richard- 
son's head, just back ofthe ieft ear, sent its 
contents crashing through the brain of the 
would-be murderer, Kichardson dropped 
like a sliedged beef and for 
a moment Featherstone stood with 
the Smoking nistol in his hand 
contempiating his fallen foe. He thenturned, 


; and with the assistance of his wife, who had 
| jumped from the wagon when the first shot 
| was fred, walked across the street toa phy- 


Sician’s office, but fell at the door. He was 
carried inside, and after his wound 
was Oressed he was sent to the 
St. Joe Lead Co.’s Hospital. Upon examina- 
tion it was found that his wound was not as 
serious as was first thought, and the doctors 
hold out some hope of his recovery. ‘The 
parties to this sad affair were both com- 
paratively young men, neither being more 
thanss. Featnerstone was a very thrifty 
farmer, and both stood well in the com- 
munity.

CHARGED WITH MURDER,

miles from the city, was shot through the 
heart at noon yesterday and Mollie 
Brown, a bride of two weeks, is in the 
county jail here charged with murder. The 
shooting occurred in a storerun by Mrs, 
Brown’s husband.

Attorney-General Miller’s High Senseo 
Duty Will Keep Him Off the Stump— 
Dismal Lack of Quantity and Quality 
of the President’s Friends—Carter 
Hides Behind a Legal Quibble to 
Evade a Campaign Debt. 


New Yor«K, Sept. 17.—Some very evident 
differences of opinion have sprung up in 
President Harrison’s Cabinet and among his 
political counsellors as to what shall be done 
in the fifty odd days that intervene between 
this and election day to forward his inter- 
ests. For instance, the Cabinet is divided as 
to how far members shall allow themselves 
to be drawn away from Washington to make 
Speeches, and about how the Federal office- 
holders shall spend the days until November 
in political campaigning. While Secretary 
Tracy of the Navy Department was skimming 
the harbors at pleasure resortsonthe New 
England coast onthe decksofthe Dolphin 


‘he took time tothink overaspeech that he 


might possibly make in this presidential 
campaign and repeat it as often as occasion 
offered. Casually he intimated to a friend 
that he thought a number of Cabinet ofiicers 
woula take partin the speaking canvass of 
his party. The names of Secretaries Charlies 
Foster, Elkins, Rusk and Nobile and Attorney- 
General Miller were mentioned as men com- 
petent and likely to make speeches for their 
chief. 

In an interview on Aug. 31, Charles Foster, 
who had come here from Asbury Park, where 
he made a Sunday political address, said he 
intended to make speechesas often as his 
duties and heaith would permit. He said 
that Secretaries Tracy, Elkin, Rusk and 
Noble and Attorney-General Miller would all 
be active in, the speech-making campaign. 
Elkins had made a speechin West Virginia 
and Fosterin Ohioand at New Jersey’s 
saintly seaside resort. Neither of them would 
be wanted again in their own State nor in 
New York because of the deal between the 
President and ex-Senator Platt at Ophir 
Farm. Rusk would not be wanted in Wiscon- 
gin if Henry ©. Payne knew the situation, but 
he might be utilized to talk farmers into line 
in Illinois and Iowa.) Noble had refused to 
make any speeches fof Blaine in 1884, but he 
could be sent toappoihtments where that lit- 
tle thing was rot remémbered, As for Tracy, 
the one place:he would be obliged to leave as 
much alone as a cholera-infected ship was 
Brooklyn, and Attorney-General Miller would

When Chairman Tom Carter heard of all 
these arrangements the cockles of his heart 
warmed up and he quit swearing about the 
diMculty of finding orators forthe campaign. 
He was happy fora day or two, and then 
there came into that /Republican headquar- 
ters a bursting bomb which knocked overall 
calculations. Attommey-General Miller, 
austere, book-learned, fond of quoting Latin 
and Greek, came out in an emphatic protest. 
He had grave and awful responsibilities bur- 
dening his shoulders as Attorney-General 
which would keep him cunstantly at his desk 
till election day. He thought that a man paid 
by the Government to do its work had no 
right to leave his post to make political 
speeches. There came a halt in that proces- 
sion right then and there. The leaders of 
the party who were on driving seat as well as 
those of the old Blaine crowd who had caught 
on the tail board of the Harrison ice wagon 
chorused in trumpet tunes:

Marshall ‘MeDonald to Make It 
Warm for Judge Morris. 


Serious Charges to Be Preferred Against 
Him by the Attorney. 


AN ALLEGED VISIT OF THE JUDGE’S TO 
NINA MARSHALL’S HOUSE 


Judge Morris Positively Denies That He 
Was Guilty of the Judicial Impro-

The latest developments in 
fhe case are in the nature of 
charges which Mr. McDonald states he will 
prefer against Judge Thomas Morrisof the 
First District Police Court. Judge Morris de- 
nounces the matter as acaseof bulldozing 
on the part of Attorney McDonald, and hints 
ata conspiracy. 

Attorney McDonald states that he wil! pre, 
fer charges against Judge Thomas Morris bee 
fore the City Council with a view of having 
him impeached. The charges wijl be mal-, 
feasance and improper conduct asa judge. 
They will be based upon allegations made to 
Mr. McDonald by his cilent, Nina 
Marshall, the Pine street sporting: 
house keeper, whiie defending whom 
before Judge Morris in the Police Court, Mr. 
McDonald was committed to jail recently by 
the Judge for alleged contemptof court. : 

M’DONALD’S STORY. 

‘*On the night of Aug. 25,’’ said Mr. M@- 
Donald last night when seen by a reporter in 
reference to his intentions, ‘*Judge Morris, 
made his appearance in a saloon opposite 
the Marshall house on Pine street kept by@ 
man named Harrison. He sent a porter 
for the landlady, telling the porter 
to inform her that Judge Mor- 
ris wanted to see her.

Judge Morris de- 
nounces the matter as acase of bulldozing 
on the part of Attorney MeDonald, and hints 
ata conspiracy. 

Attorney McDonald states that he will pre, 
fer charges against Judge Thomas Morris bee 
fore the City Council with a view of having 
him impeached. The charges will be mal-, 
feasance and improper conduct asa julg2. 
They will be based upon allegations made to 
Mr. McDonald by his client, Nina 
Marshall, the Pine street sporting- 
house keeper, whiie defending whom 
before Judge Morris in the Police Court, Mr. 
McDonald was committed to jail recently by 
the Judge for alleged contemptof court. 

M’DONALD’S STORY.

PALERMO, Sept. 17.—The British Consul has

proprietors and rich merchants and hide them 
in caves in the mountains until they are ran- 
somed, Farmers have mai horses and cattle 
stolen, while persons who are suspected of 
being informers are persecute}, tortured or 
murdered outright. Great Iand-owners liv- 


ing within four hours of Paiermoare afraid 


toremain on their estates unless they are 
surrounded by private mounted guards. 

One ofthese bands is noted among allof 
them for its terrible cruelties. The out- 
rages perpetrated by them call for speedy 
vengeance and their immu nity from punish- 
ment is due entirely to the supineness of the 
Government. This band has committed 
many murders, characterized by the greatest 
atrocity. They have beheaded little boys 
and giris, cut their bodies in haives, and 
then thrown the mutilated remains around 
the country for dogs and hogs to eat. 

Many land-owners who have Incurred the 
enmity of the brigands have been treach- 
erously assassinated, while others who have 
fallen into their hands have been condemned 
to death by slow torture. 

It is dangerous for any one who has any 
money to travel about on business or pleas-

The na- 
tional election is to be he'd next month, and 
scenes of violence and bloodshed are appre- 
hended, as the feeling between the two 
political parties is very bitter. 


WENT RAVING MAD. 
THE WIDOW OF A NEW YORK PHYSICIAN BE- 
COMES INSANE AT BERLIN. 


BERLIN, Sept. 17.—Considerable excitement 
was occasioned here to-day by the actions of 
Mrs. OClothilde Filess, who is said to be the 
widow of a well-Knowa New York physician. 
She was stopping at a hotel in this 
city, and to-day suddenly became raving 
mad. Herrooms were on.the fourth floor of 
the hotel and, dashing toa window, she at- 
tempted to throw herselftothe street. She 
got out on the window-sill and stood there for 
alittle time.

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DEADLY EXPLOSION 


A Bursting Boiler Wrecks a Build- 
ing and Kills Seven Men. 


MORE THAN A SCORE OF OTHER WORK- 
MEN SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


Pieces of the Boiler Thrown to a Creat 
Distance—Two Children and a Ser- 
vant Cremated in a Burning House— 
G, A. R. Train Collision—Casualties of 
a Day. 


TorRoyTO, Ontario, Sept. 17.—A_ terrible 
boiler explosion occurred this morning in 
Force & Dickinson’s stave mill at Staples, a 
small village on the Leamington & St. Clair 
Railway, forty miles from here, by which 
seven men were instantly killed, one fatally 
injuredand about twenty hurt. The dead 
are: John Ewing, Michael Dupuis, Joseph 
Papineau, Isatah Chauvin, Jerome Chauvin 
(the last two being brothers), W. P. Daust, 
Maise Oulette,J. Boone (fatally scalded). The 
cause of the explosion is not definitely 


known, Some contend the exploded boiler 
was old and unfit for use. Tne boiler was 
carried fully two hundred feet, pass'!ng in its 
filght between two residences. Bricks and 
other debris were carried in all directions, 
but houses in the neighborhood escaped with 
afew hroken windows. The two Chauvins 
and Daust were single men; all. the others 
were married, with families depending upon 
them for support. 

When the night watchman gave way tothe 
regular day engineer there was twenty-five 
pounds of steam in the boller that exploded, 
The fire was increased and it is supposed 
that there was eighty pounds pressure on the 
boller atthetime of the explosion. Fortu- 
nately there werea greatnumberof hands 
absent, owing tothe earliness of the hour. 
The scene is horrible. Arms and limbs were 
literally torn from the victims’ bodies, while 
the skulls of some were crushed in and the 
brains torn cut. 

The air js full of rumors regarding the con- 
dition of the boller. Some say it was old and 
unfit for use, whiie an employe of the mill 
says that the bolier was in good running con- 
dition, but that he believed the scales had 
formed OQ the plates and interrupted some of 
the valves. 


HEART-BROKEN 


PARENTS. 


POWERLESS TO RENDER AID THEY WITNESS THE 
BURNING OF TITEIR CHILDREN. 


ASHBURNE, Pa., Sept. 17.—The saddest 
casualty that has occurred in this vicinity 
for some time was the destruction by fire of 
he home of Mr. Robert Craven and the 
burning to death of histwo children, Harry 
and Earl, and the servant girl, Susan Curran, 
ast night. 

After putting the two children to bed last 
evening Mr. and Mrs. Craven went out, 
leaving the servant in charge. Neighbors 
heard a report inthe Craven dwelling about 
7:45 o’clock and, rushing out, found 
the house afire, and were met 
in the entry by the servant, who 
was a mass of flames and who gasped for the 
neighbors tosavethe chiidren. The flames 
spread rapidly and it was impossible for the 
neighbors or the frantic father, who with 
his:wife had hurried tothe scene, to go to 
the second story and save the little ones. 
The house was burned tothe ground and the 
children were incinerated literally before 
the parents’ eyes. 

The remains of the children were found in 
the debris inthe cellar this merning. The 
trunk of one and a few fragments of charred 
fiesh of the other were ail that remained, 
The mother is almost insane from grief. 


G. A. R. TRAIN COLLISION. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 17.—A bad acci- 
dent occurred on the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
near Fairview this morning. The passenger 
train leaving Wilkesbarre at 7:30 a. m. and 
Carsying 400 passengers, most of whom were

collided with a switch engine, just around a 
curve. Both locomotives were badly 
wrecked. The baggage apd first passenger 
car were plied on top of/the passenger en- 
gine. Strange to say, the passenyers in the 
car escaped with their lives. Four of them 
were injured,two fatally. Andrew Brown,en- 
gineer of the passenger train, was pinned 
under the wreck and will die from injuries 
received.

THE BROTHERHOOD IN SESSION AT CINCINNATI 
ADOPT RESOLUTIONS. 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 17. The Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen hdve adopted a series 
of resolutions, of which the following are the 
most important:! 

The action ofthe Philadelphia & Reading 
Rallroad Co. in demanding the withdrawal 
from labor organizations ofits employes ts 
not only an unwarranted attack upon labor- 
ing men, but a thrust at the very life of 
American institutions. When corporations 
shall have the power to abridge the personal 
liberty of our citizens then the disintrega- 
tion of our grand repabliic is at hand. 

Weearnestly protest against the use of 
military power ofthe several States and of 
the nation, by corporations to further their 
interests when the exigency of the occasion 
do not demand it. When militia shall be de- 
tailed to take the place of strikers, perforim- 
ing other than military duties, they disgrace 
the flag of the nation. 

The power now held by incorporations to 
employ, arm and equip as much of mer- 
cenaries to assassinate workingmen, wiil, if 
not checked, precipitate conflicts which will 
endanger the perpetuation of the Republic. 

We declare the Brotherhood of Firemen to 
be a non-sectarian and non-political organ. 
ization ana decry the effort of any individual 
to bring religious or political questions into 
the order. 

The other resolutions relating to all organ- 
ized labor, favor a federation of railway 
unions, declare iriendship to ali labor organ- 
izations and disapprove convict lator in 
competition with honest labor,

The 
exact date is Oct. 6, but the celebration 


in St. Louis has been held on the first Sunday 
in October. It will be held this year at the 
Fair Ground, but as the Fair opens on the 
first Sunday, the demonstration will be heid 
at the nearest avaliable date, which happens 
to be next Sunday. 

The celebration will be in the nature of a 
family picnic. Mostofthe German societies 
—military, musical, gymnastic, etc., will 
participate, and several of them will bring 
out elaborate entertainments. The speakers 
of the day are Dr. Preetorius and Herr Keilir, 
and both are,restricted to the German 
tongue, Along in the afternoon Miss Craw- 
ford will make a balloon ascension. Music 
will be furnished by two large bands. No 
‘*wheel of fortune’’ or other swindle will be 
allowed on the grounds, and no pains will be 
spared to have an orderly and elevating cele- 
bration, although gemueth-lichkeib will be 
allowed full sway, and there will be no lack 
of the light sports which Germans egpeciaily 
like. With good weather the celebration is 
likely to be @ very large One.

Reminiscences of the Days When Cham- 
pionship Battles Were Fought Near 
This City—Letters and Records of Mc- 
Coole, Allen, Kelly, Farre}l, Daly and 
Clark -Local Boxing Celebrities. 


St. Louis has at various times harbored 
within her hospitable gates many shining 
lights of the Pugilistic fraternity. Before 
San Francisco and New Orleans came into 
prominence and overshadowed all the rest of 
the Onion the Maqund City could almost be 
said to vie with New York and Boston asa 
pugilistic Mecca. She has at various times 
had the honor to reckon among her 
citizens the holders of championship honors 
and though none of them have shed such ef- 
fulgence on their native townas the man 
from Boston, there wasa time when the 
, eyes of every Knight ofthe Fives was turned 
to this city, which was at that time the home 
of champions.That was in the days when Mc- 
Coole, Allen, Kelly, Chambers and Madden 
had set up their household gods 
in the Future Great, and were pur- 
suing the even tenor of their 
ways with much public support and little in- 
terference from bluecoats. 

All this was away back in the\70s, and old- 
timers can remember weilthe frequent trips 
by boat to Bloody Island to witness a scrap 
between local buffers, and the journeys up 
and down the riverto the great champlion- 
ship fights that took place near the city. in 
those daysthe principais did not travel to 
the appointed spot in luxurious 
equipages, but were picked up 
from the river bank along the 
route like ordinary mortals. But delegations 
from other cities were not infrequent and 
every big mill on the banks of the Mississippi 
was attended by sporting men from Chicago, 
Cincinnatiand New York. The most noted 
starsinthe pugilistic firmament that have 
made St. Louistheir home are Tom Allen, 
who at the time of his retirement was heavy- 
weight champion of the world; Tom Kelly, 
the middle-weight champion; Mike McCoole, 
atone time champion of America; Charles 
Daly, ex-light-weight champion of America. 
The SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH to-day presents 
its readers with pictures of these men anda 
sketch of their lives and principal battles. 

TOM KELLY. 

Tom Kelly was born near the town of Cas- 
tlerea in the County of Roscommon, Ireland, 
Nov. 10, 1838. In 1851, young Kelly, with his 
mother, three brothers and a sister crossed 
the channel and settled at Dewsbury in York- 
Shire, where he went to work ina woolen 
factory. The boys about the place were fond 
of using the gloves and Tom’s cleverness 
soon made him ‘‘cock ofthe mill.’’ When 19 
years of age, 5 feet 9% inches in height, 
the cotton lads clubbed together 
and made up a purse to match Tom 
against a local foe se named Johnny 
Moran. They met near wsbury and fought 
seventy-seven rounds inih.5im,. Kelly had 
the worst of the fight for the first hour, but 
he kept gamely on until the arrival or the 
police putanendtothe fighting. When he 
met Moran two years after he came out with 
fying colors after a brief contest. Tom then 
adopted the custom of that time, eeening 
about and boxing at the various races an 
fairs.

He defeated 
fom Hammond in fourteen rounds atthe 
same place and was imprisoned but released 
through the influence of politicians who were 
at the ring side. Farre!l’s last public appear- 
ance was inacontest with Joe Coburn, ex- 
champion of America, at Cincinnati. This 
meeting terminated in a draw,’’ 

Mr. Farrell has settled down in this city, 
where he is very popularas a boxing profes- 
sor. He is about to open a new scnool of 
boxing over ‘Tom Kelly’s pugilistic resort. 

PROF. BILL CLARK. 

Prof. William Clark, who in his younger 
days was christened the ‘‘Belfast Chicken’’ 
is a native of Manchester, England, where he 
was born 67 :earsago. His father died when 
he was in his teens, leaving his mother with 
a family of nine children to support. Box- 
ing wasthe great atbietic sportin England 
at this period and young Clark became 
enthusiastic over it. One fair week in 
Manchester he paid his last 4 cents to witness 
a boxing contest, which was advertised to 
take place betweena local terror and Jack 
Golden, who was known as the ‘*Bristoi 
Butcher.’’ The local terror, however, 
failed to materialize and young 
Clark volunteered to take his place. 
He madea good showing with the ‘‘Bristol 
Kihutcher’’ and was offered a job with the 
combination at £1 a week, which he accepted 
and traveled with them fortwo months, He 
then went to London and sparred at McLeon 
& Nowby’s puzilistic resort and was then 
matched to fight Dan McNultyof Birmingham 
fora £10 purse, The contest came off at the 
Chester race track and Clark was successful 
in the eighth round. A week after 
this he whipped Jemmy Trainer at the 
Armtryj] race track in Liverpool in five 
rounds. A gentleman admirer named O’ Nell 
then took him up and sent him to London 
again and asked Owen Swift to make a cham- 
pion out of him. Clarkgat this time weighed 
nine stone two, and 0’Nell wanted to put 
him against any man in England at that 
welght. Swift, however, said his hands 
were no good and refused to handle him. 
In ‘ 1849 Mickey Bent» of Lester hired 
him at £5 per week to travel 
with his combination. He went all through 
England, Ire!and and Scotland with this 
combination, encountering eight orten men 
a dav ofall weignts for overayear. At the 
Glasgow fair that year the authorities 
would not permit the showto put up a tent 
and Clark hiredahallon his own account 
and took Charge of the show. Bent then 
pulled out and Clark ran the combination, 
making a good ‘deal of money. 
His profits enabled him to go into 
the retall iiaquor businessin Londonin 1850, 
where he remained until 1853 when he came 
over to this country with Bob Travis. As 
soon as he arrived in this country John Mor- 
rissey hired him totrain Australian Ke'ly, 
who was matched to fight Ned Price. Clark, 


the fight that followed, punchel 
Clark settled in 
New York and ran a saloon and boxing 
resort there for some time, during which 
at various times he met Morrissey, Heenan, 
Coburn, Goss, Mace, Dwyer, Cockney, 
Woods and other good ones in boxing con- 
tests. His best encounter was with Joe Co- 
burn, who bested him by one point after 
thirty minutes fighting. Shortly before the 
war he went to Califo:nia, andthe night ho 
landed in San “Francisco he broke 
Johnny Walker’s nose in a_e sparring 
contest In Billy Smith’s American theater. 
He then made a tourof the California coast, 
knocking out allcomers and finally settled 
down as the boxing teacher at the Olympic 
Club in San Franci-co. He remainedin this 
position for three years and then drifted 
back to New York and on the night of his ar- 
rivalhada go with Jem Mace. After run 
ning a retailliquor store in New York for 
sometime he retired and went into the 
hote! business down on Long Island, 
He remained in the business for sixteen 
years, when he sold out with the intention 
of going back to California. On his way out 
he. stopped over in this city and while here 
purchased the N atatorium and settled down. 
His last appeara nce in the ring was with Joe 
Coburn, in this city, two years ago, with 
whom he sparred for points, for thirty min.- 
utes. Clark won, registering four times, 
while Coburn got in but two biows. Prof. 
Bill's genial ways have made him very popu- 
lar with his many friends and admirers in 


this city, 
CHARLEY DALY. 

Charley Daly came over to this country 
with his parents at the close of the war and 
settled down with them, ,like his brother 
Dan, in Iilinots. He accompanied Dan to st, 
Louis in 1882 and settled down in this city, 
where he hhas remained ever since. , His first 
contest in the ring was with Tom’ Carney.

His brother, Ernest, the 
magnificent trombone player, has these little 
pitfalls of dimples, as may be noticed when 
he strolis Gown Olive street after the con- 
cert. 

In Cornetist Bode’s slender cheek they come 
witheach passing smile, and young Bates, 
who sits by the side of Clarke, is a dimple 
monger of vast proportions, Paley, the ‘‘kid 
ofthe bamdi,’’ an English lad and wonderful 
prize winner for One so young, is now en- 
gaged incuitivating that dainty character- 
istic of his Colonel’s band and it has already 
commencedto sprout on his beardless, boy- 
ish cheek. 

Frank Wadsworth, the excellent flute solo- 
ist, Is evidentiv proud of his, for he disp'ays 
them on slight provocation, while Raffayolo, 
the euphonium artist, is modest in the dis- 
tribution of these winsome wiles. When 
Weston drops his French horn during a pause 
and smiles, he shows his dimples, and good- 
iooking Miles Cavanagh, the bazoonist, has 
evidently made good use of his, when he 
caught the littie girl he married while here 
last year with those immense dimples, which 
hang about his cheeks. 

‘aius Ur, who plays the petit clarinet so 
masterfully, has a Hungarian dimple of such 
magnanimous size that even the bristly hairs 
ofthis beard cannot hide its contour, and 
Stengler, his partner on the same instru- 
ment, is generously endowed witha dupli- 
cate of this article in leutonic proportions.

It isoftenthe summer 
visitor, who has been to these villages, and 
filled the young girl’s mind full of strange 
fancies, that she yearns to g0 to 
the city and be a part of the 
busy throng that she imagtnes are always to 
be seen here. The procuress secures the 
names of these giris from various sources, 
Her male acquaintanees have made short 
visits to the country towns during the sum- 
mer, and ontheirreturn give the names of 
young girls who are over anxious to come to 
the city.. The women friends of the pro- 
curess, who are alwaysof the unfortunate 
ciass, Visit their former homes, where their 
parents are ignorant of the lives they lead In 
the city, and while there they become the 
companions of pure girls who admire the fine 
clothes of the visitor and at once become 
seized with a desire to gotothecity. On her 
return she tells the procuress of these young 
girls’ desires and a correspondence is begun 
which often results in bringing the girl to 
thiscity. Such cases are those of Delia Kill- 
man and Moliie Pyle. 
ILLINOIS GIRLS LURED. 

Maud Greenwood, an inmate of Lou Turn- 
er’s house of ill fame, 517 Clark avenue, 
went to Mattoon, Ill... her old homé, last 
month to see her parents and friends, They 
belleve,no doubt,that she is engaged in some 
legitimate occupation in the city, as she has 
often toid them, for she was well received 
and taken into the bosom ofthe family.

HEAVY CALLS FOR CURRENCY BY LEAD- 
ING CITIES OF THE WEST. 


The Movement for Cafrying the Crops 
- Only Begun—Influence of Gold Ex- 
ports—No Redemption of Bonis to Re- 
lieve the Stringenoy and Increase Coin 
Circulation—In Wali Street. 


New York, Sept. 16.—The money situation 
at the present time is interesting enough and 
important enough to command more atten- 
tion than has been given toit. The constant 
purchases of 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion 
per month sifice July, 1890, have added so 


mech to our circulation and have made 


money rates s0 easy during the present year 
that a feeling has grown up that we are 
nhever to have tight money any more. There 
is some logical ground for this belief, at 
least until such time as the sSberman law 
shail be repealed or shall have driven go 
much gold out of the country as to put uson 
@ silver basis which many believe might lead 
to a contraction of the currency. 

According to one of the best authorities on 
our national finance the needs of the 
country’s commerce were satisfied about a 
year ago by the incre&ses of the currency 
under tlhe Sherman act. In his opinion the 
currency of the country since then has been 
running abead of the demand and is now re- 
dundant. The outflow of gold during the 
present year, which has puzzled so many 
persons, Was tle result of this condition. It 
represented the correction of an abnormal 
State Dy natural laws. Acomparison of the 
money in circulation on Sept, 1, 1892, with 
that in circulation on Sept. 1, 1691, shows an 
increase for the year of $93,009,000. This state 
of affairs and the fact that the crops are 
smaller than those ofa year ago give good

But the situation warrants much niore 
than a superficial view. No better prdof 
of this is needed than the fact that in spite 
of such arguments as the foregoing money 
rates are steadily advancing.

An- 
other of the superficial arguments in favor of 
aneasy money market is that the cash in the 
banks on Sept. 10 of this year was $129,800,000, 
while the cash in the banks ayearago was 
$109, 700,000. 
about $20,000,000 better off thana year ago, 
but as one of our leading bankers has point- 
ed out this improved condition 
is more apparent than real, For the 
deposits in the city banks are now nearly 
$100,000,000 greater than were those ofa year 
ago, owing to the fact that the country banks 
being unable toloan their money at home 
dumped itinto New York in order to realize 
the 2 per cent interest paid by maywy of our 
city banks, thusareserve $25,000,000 greater 
isrequired now than was requireda year 
ago. Hence, if the banks have deposits 
which are $100,000,000 greater than a year ago 
and have cash reserves which are only $20,- 
000,000 greater, they are not so well off by $5,-

A fairer method of comparison is that of 
the surplus reserves, On Sept. 10 of the 
present yearthe surplus reserves were $4,- 
181,975 against surplus reserves a year ago of 
$8,722,775. Im other words in spite of the 
large additions to our currency during the 
year the banks are not really in as strong 
a@ condition as they were a year ago, and this 
is soinspite of the fact that the interior 
currency movement up to and including 
Sept. 14 had been only $8,980,000 against $22, 
832,000 a year ago,

NEw YORK, Sept. 17.—Near Rosebank Sta- 
tisn, S. I., isan old house, once a hostelry, 
which was kept by an Italian named Meuccl, 
some thirty years ago and which was the 
home ofthe elder Garibaldi during his then 
troublous times. On Thursday, in company 


with some of his countrymen, young Manlio 
Garibaldi paid a visit to this humbie house. 

Ola Meucci ts long since dead, but near his 
house still lives his old neighbor, Bachmann, 
now a prosperous brewer, who was, during 
the Garibaldi occupancy, a candle manu- 
facturer. During an interniew with young 
Garibaldi, Mr. Bachman told him of a 
day spent by the patriot in the factory, 
the result of which was the making of 
several dozens of candles by the yatriot’s 
own hands. These candies were of wax and 
cast in the tri-colors of Italy. Mr. Bachmann 
thought it probable that some of these 
famous candles must be preserved by the 
friends and admirers of their maker, and in- 
quiry brought out the fact that Sig. Henrico 
Boneguin, proprfetor of the Cliff House, had 
half a dozen of the Garibaldi candles care- 
fully preserved in a handsome lacquered 
box. These candies. Sig. Bonequin pre- 
sented with his compliments to young Gart- 
bald!. Bonequin says that he bought the 
candies some years ago at the anction of old 
Meucci’s effects, which includen the patriot’s 
bed, the tamousred shirt, the candies, and 
two bolled egg; cooked for Garibaldi to order, 
but left unbroxen tn the surprise and haste of 
his sudden departure from the place. 

The shirt and eggs were sent to Italy; the 
bed was bought by an old Irish woman for 
the sum of $2 and sudsequently sold by her 
for $100.

MRS. HARRISON’S CONDITION. 

LOON LAKE, Sept. 17.—The President was 
clearly in better spirits this morning over 
the condition of his suffering wife, and made 
two visits tothe hotel during the forenoon, 
once to get his breakfast and later to trans- 
act some Official business. The President has 
notas yet notified the G. A. R. manager at 
Washington of his inability to attend the en- 
campment next week. It is practically set- 
tled, however, that he will not leave here 
while Mrs. Harrison is in her present dan- 
gerous condition. 

Dr. Gardner concluded his usual morning 
examination of Mrs. Harrison shortly after 10 
o’clock. In a subsequent conversation, he 
said: ‘‘Mrs. Harrison is quite a good deal 
improved this morning. Tie balance of the 
flUuid was withdrawn from her chest yester- 
day. She stood the operation very nicely, 
passed a comfortable night, and is stronger 
this morning. There has been no reproduc- 
tion of the fluid, and if this does not return 
we have hope that Mrs. Harrisonin a short 
time will be out of danger so faras the pleu- 
ritic effusion is concerned, She now 
retains some nourishment, and forthe first 
time since the presentcomplication appeared 
is ableto HNeon her back with her head and 
shoulders propped up. Heretofore she could 
lie only on her side. These are favorable 
symptoms and give us some encouragement. 
These conditfons prevaliléd through the day. 
The operation of yesterday was so entirely 
successful that I feel very much encouraged. 
The tour operations that have been 
performed have been attended with some 
danger to the patient through shock. 
In puncturing the side to reach the watery 
accumulation we were obliged to use cocaine 
to dead the pain, but no other drug was 
used. Lthinkthat I can safely say. that 
Mrs. Harrison is very much better and on tiie 
road to the removal of the complication that 
has given us so much apprehension.’’ 

The President spent the morning at work 
in his office.

MATCH POISONING. 


A Patient With a Rare Disease at 
Charity Hospital, Blackwell’s Island. 


PHOSPHORUS BONE POISONING A DISEASE 
SOMEWHAT SIMILAR TO LEPROSY. 


Henry Hutchins, an Employe of the Dia- 
mond Match Co., Subjected to the Sur- 
geon’s Knife—Portion of the Jaw 
Removed—Fatient Rapidly Regaining 
Health. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—One of the most re- 
markable cases of poisoning recorded is at 
present being treated in the Charity Hospital 
on Blackwell’s Island. The patientis Henry 
Hutchins, an employe of the Dlamond Match 
Co., and his disease is the rare complaint of 
phosphorus bone polsoning. When Hutchins 
was first admitted to the hospitaltwo months 
ago his body was completely covered with 
curlous looking spots about an inch 
in diameter, The examination ~ gtartied 
the house stafl,as it wasthought by one or 
two of'the physicians that the disease was 
leprosy, and as this disease is seldom 
met with here reliance had to be placed upon 
the publisheu description of its symptoms. 
Strangely enough the doctors found many of 
the characteristics of leprosyin the symp- 
toms of their patient, but it was not leprosy, 
and further examination before the most 
prominent physicians resulted in the decision 
that it was phosphorus poisoning. Hutchins 
had been employed in a match factory. 
All treatment seemed to be of no avail, the 
medicines administered only aggravated the 
symptoms. There were no teeth in hislower 
jaw. The patient said that they had become 
so loose as to bea nuisance and it proved to 
be no trouble to pull them out with his fing- 
ers. Some of the teeth In the upper jaw 
were also disappearing, but these had not 
dropped out like those in the lower jaw. A 
careful examination showed that the disease 
had involved the entire lower jaw and ex- 
tended to the right articulation. Only 
one remedy for necrosis exists and 
that is the extirpation of the bone, 
but the system ofthis patient wasin sucha 
condition that it was considered extremely 
dangerous to perform such an operation. 
As the patient was gradually getting weaker, 
it was decided to be a matter of either sudden 
death or an operation. Then the operation 
was resorted to. The patient was brought 
into the large amphitheater of the hospital 
under the influence of ether. Dr. Bodine 
handled the knife and the ordeal 


was begun. An incision was 
made from the point of the chin to the lower 
lip, the red portion not being touched. From 
the point of the jaw the incision extended to 
the right along the under side of tre bone to 
the protuberance undertheear. A similar in- 
cision was then made ontheright side. This 
exposed the bone. Forceps were applied to 
the bone at its middle poition, but even un- 
der a slight pressure it crumbled. As the 
bone broke a new hold was taken until it 
was all removed up to the Hmit of 
the incision. To get at all the diseased 
bone the cheek had to becut again, the in- 
cision being continued through the tissues in 
fiontof thee®#. Theright articulation was 
then removed without much difficulty. In 
this way the bone attachment at the left 
articulation was reached and found firm and 
normal. Asthe muscular attachment was 
divided the tongue dropped back into the 
throat. To prevent the closing of the glottis 
a threaded needle was run through the tip of 
the tongue, which was drawn out and held by 
an assistant. The tendon holding the bonejin 
position was severed and by rotating the 
bone with forceps the articulation was 
broken and the bone removed. Alithe tissue 
in the neighborhood of the bone that was 
affected was cut away and the wound

tion. ‘Then came the delicate task OF putting 
back the flapand fastening itin its proper 
position asa whole. The mechanism of the 
throat had to be put together like a machine. 
The wound was bandaged and the patient 
was put back inthe ward within two hours 
and a half after ether was administered. 
Careful attention was given to the 
subsequent dressing, and in eight days the 
muscies were found joined almost as well as 
if they never had been cut. At theendofa 
month the flesh hung naturally from the 
upper lip, giving the face a constant smile. 
A marked ieature of the case wasthat the 
spots on the body passed away as the wound 
in the mouth became Detter. Now, at the 
end of three months, there are no marks on 
the body. The patient is improvingin health 
daily, a cartilage is formed in the mouth in 
the place of the jaw and is already quite firm. 
The disfigurement is so slight that it is un. 
noticeable unless the head is upturned and 
the scar On the chin shown.

SUPT. GALLAGHER’S REMOVAL. 


Ex-City Counsellz:r Leverett Fell Says It 
Was Unquestionably Legal. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. J. P. 
Gallagher, ex-Superintendent of the Poor- 
house has been legally deposed from his 
position, and duly notified of it; and not- 
withstanding the factthasthe Health Com- 
missioner has dropped his name from the 
pay roll of the institution since the 22d day of 


August last, he still remainsin the office of 
the superintendent of that institution and 
exercises all the functions pertaining toit. 

The action of the Board of Charity Commis- 
sioners in removing one Of his appointees 
did not meet with the approvalof Mayor 
Noonan, and City Counsellor Marshall deliv- 
ered an opinion atthe request of the Mayor, 
in which it was Maintained that under the 
revised ordinances of the city for 1887 Mr. 
Gallagher had been unlawfully deposed, be 
cause the board had refused to _ consti- 
tute itself a judicial tribunal and 
give him a_ just, fair and  im- 
partial trial. This opinion was sufficient 
tor his honor’s purposes, and he has refused 
to take cognizance of the action of the 
;oard of Charity Commissioners. The City 
Comptroller, the City Auditor and the Health 
Commissioner do not share his honor’s views 
on the subject, and, although Mr. Gallagher 
and his family are stillsupported at the city’s 
expense and he still holds the position of 
Superintendent by sufferance, he ts not al- 
lowed to draw any salary for his work, 

It is stated that Mr. Gallagher ts perfectly 
satisicd with his present status. He states 
that he and his family will remain where 
they are until the expiration of his term, 
supported at the city’s expense, and with all 
the comforts, conveniences and powers.of a 
At the expiration of that 


time he will suethe city for his services as 


superinte! 
such during that time. 
A numbe: of prominent lawyers have forcl- 


bly expressed themselves onthe situation 
and commented rather unfavorably on the 
soundness of the City Counsellor’s advice to 
His Honor from a strictly legal standpoint.

End Swells. 


IN ACCOUNTING FOR HIS DEFEAT SNY- 
DER SAYS “WATER DID IT.” 


The Battle Was a Friendly One for the 
Lightweight Championship of Their 
Set—Referee, Time Keeper and Seconds 
Duly Appointed—The Fight by Rounds 
—People at the Livery Stable Silent— 
Sesne of the Struggle — A Society 
Event. 


James J. Corbett of San Francisco, Cal., 
was a bank clerk, and young Messrs. Charles 
Randall Garrison and ‘*Billy’’ Snyder of St. 
Louis are bank clerks. All three are handy 
with their dukes. 

Corbett is now the puglilistic heavy-weight 
champion of the world and Garrison is now 
the pugilistic light-weight champion of St. 
Louls. The former won his title in New 
Orleans, La., on the night of Wednesday, 
Sept. 7, last, the latter won his in St. Louis 
on the morning of Sunday, Sept. 11, last. 

The man whom Corbett defeated was John 
L. Sullivan, and Sullivan, when asked what 
whipped him, said: ‘*Booze did it.’’ 

The man whom Garrison defeated was 
**Billy’’ Snyder, and Snyder, when asked 
what whipped him, said: ‘‘Ice water did 
at.”” 

But when future generations pass final 

judgment upon the merits of these two great 
battles, the credit thus given respectively to 
booze and ice water may, instead, be ac- 
corded respectively to James J. Corbett and 
Charles Randall Garrison. 
- Had Alexander Dumas lived in this country 
it may be that he woullnever have written 
the ‘‘Three Guardsmen’’ under that title, 
He would have written the ‘‘Three Bank 
Cierks,’’ and Corbett, Garrison and Snyder 
would have gone down to fame as the Amer!l- 
canized D’Artagnan’s dashing comrades in- 
stead of Athos, Porthos and Aramis. 

But comparisons are odious, and the one 
fact remaining after dispensing with them is 
that St. Louls has been the scene of a great, 
though unheralded, prize fight. 

THE GARRISON-SNYDER FIGHT. 

It occurred last Sunday morning in the 
second story of Keyes & Watkins’ livery 
stable, No. 1005 North Grand avenue. The 
pugilists were young Charies Randall Garri- 
son of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, a member of the old and 
well-known Garrison family of St. 
Louls, and WiNiam, otherwise ‘‘Billy,’’ 
Snyder, son of Rev. John Snyder, pastor of 
the Unitarian Church of the Messiah. Both 
are of the ‘‘swellest’’ society circles of tbis 
city, and this fact adds an interest to their 
scrap that makesita leading society item, 


‘80 to speak. 


Six rounds were fought with all the cere- 
monies of war, but when time was called for 
the seventh ‘‘Billy’’ Snyder lay in a cold 
fainton the sawdust floor of the stable with 
the fight alli out of him and its piace 
fliiled with three tumblers full of ice water, 
which he had incautiously placed under his 
belt between the fourth and fifth rounds, 

Garrison was accordingly declared the win- 
ner, and ‘‘Billy’’ Snyder, unlike the §Spar- 
tans of old, was sent homeina carriage in- 
stead of on his shield. 

The fight was witnessed by thirty-five of 
the swellest young exquisites of the West 
End. It was a game fight all the way 
through, andending with a clean ‘‘kKnock- 
out,’’ stands thereby onrecord asa puyil- 
istic ‘‘thing of beauty anda joy forever,’’a 
clean, plucky fight toa figish. 

There had been other fights inthe classic 
loft of Keyes & Watkins’ stable, and from the 
carnage and confusion of those fights the 
heroic figures of Garrison and Snyder had al- 
ways loomed out to view asthe winners. It 
was to settle the question of champli Onship 
between them, therefore, that ‘‘Billy’’ 
Snyder challenged ‘*Randall’’ Garrison, the 
challenge being accepted with delightful 
alacrity. 

All details of the fight were strictly pro- 
fessional in their completeness and correct- 
ness. 

A 24-foot ring, without ropes, was made by 
spreading sawdust on the stable floor. 

The fight wasto betoa finish, Marquis of 
Queensberry rules, with 5-ounce gloves. 

The referee was Mr. **Harry’’ Gray, an ex 
teacher of the manly art, well Known to ath- 
letic swelldom of the West End, 

The time-keeper was Mr. Ed Roberts, 


ofthe Garrison-Snyder ‘‘set.’’ 
Mr. ‘*Fred’’ Cox was Mr. ‘‘Billy’’ Snyder’s 


second. 
Mr. George Parrish, son of Dr. John G., Par- 


rish of 3043 Easton avenue, was Mr. Randall 


Garrison’s second. 
AT THE RING SIDE. 

The respective honor of Pine street and 
Page avenue was at stake, when at 10 o’clock 
last Sunday morning the two principals 
named stepped jauntily into the saw-dust 
ring. ‘‘Buily’’ Snyder lives with his parents 
at No. 2613 Pinestreet, and Randall Garrison 
with his mother at No. 3518 Page’ avenue. 

Garrison stripped at 132 pounds and stood 5 
feet 7inches. Heisi9¥yearsold. He wore a 
natty ry oepon | costume of brown drawers, 
stockings and gymnasium shoes, 

Snyder stripped at 122 pounds, but was fit 
to fight for his life if he had only subdued his 
fatal 18-year-old passion for ice water. He 
stood 5 foot S5inches, in a ring costume of 
sober gray drawers and stockings and gym- 
nasium shoes. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock a, m, ‘‘time’’ was 
called, the mun shook hands, put up their 
respective guards and the “Aight was on,’’ 

FIRST ROUND. 

‘*Billy’’ Snyder forced the fighting inthe 
first round as much like Sullivan as two peas. 
He hit Garrison on the neck, forced him to 
the edge of the ring and when the round 
ended in a clinch hadthe best of italithe 


way through. 
SECOND ROUND. 


In the second round the men faced one 
another each bearing instructions enough to 
last through a dozenfights. Snyder again 
rushed Garrison,’ getting in severai good 
blows, but received in return a thump on the 
head that was full of sound warningif he 
had been ina ftrameof mind to heed it. 
The round ended, however, with Snyder 
away in the lead. 

THIRD ROUND. 

Garrison had his mad up tn the third 
round and adopted Snyder’s rushing tactics, 
The resuit was that he rushed against a 
straight blow from the shouider that scored 
first knock-down for Snyder. Great exclte- 
ment at the ringside. 

- FOURTH ROUND, 

The tide of battle had been in Snyder’s 
favor so far, but it turned in the fourth 
round, Snyder turned also, from a purpen- 
dicular to a horizontal position, under a blow 
hey beneath the leftear, that came white- 
winged from Garrison’s doughty shoulder. 
Increased excitement at the ring-side. 

FIFTH ROUND 

His sudden reverses in the last round drove 
Snyder to drink, and between the fourth and 
fifth rounds he made an ice-water tank of 
himself, getting outside of three giassfuls of 
that dangerous liquid. AS a consequence he 
wobbled like a seven-stomached camel in 
the fifth round, and Garrison fought him all 
over the sawdust, until the ring resembled

AFTER THE BATTLE. 

The records of the fight show that Snyder 
lay unconscious for eight minutes. Then he 
revived, and being too weak to walk, was 
sent home in a carriage. There was no ill- 
feeling between the two young puzgilists, The 
fight was fought simply tosee who was the 
best man. With that discovery made, the 
two principais have since been the best of 
friends. ‘they were seen yesterday ‘by a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter, and discussed the 
affair very freely. Their companions are at 
present lionizing them toa considerable de- 
gree. At keys & Watkins’ stable, where the 
fight took place, the policy of .silence is 
adopted. It is admitted that the two 
young men? did fight there, but no 
one could be found who saw the fight. The 
scene of the battle was up stairs. It isa 
nice quiet place up there, and atthislate 
day no traces of blood could be discovered. 
The only thing noticeable was the same smell 
of harness, horses and hay that must have 
filled its peaceful shadows last Sunday morn- 
ing before ‘‘Linden sgw another sight.’” But 
the spot is now sacred to all West End 
‘*swelldom’’ under the age of 25 years.

The telegram conveying the news of Arch- 
bishop Satolli’s mission laid stress on the 
fact that he would start for this country 
goon—in other words he would be on Ameri- 
can shores in time to attendthe conference 
of the Archbishops of the United States, to be 
held in New York City Oct. 19. The Legate’s 
opportuneness of advent deepens the mys- 
tery of his mission and indicates that the

; THE LEGATE’S POWFR,. 

As Papal delegate Satolii will possess su- 
premeé powerin all ecclesiastical affairs in 
the United States. Whatthe Pope would be 
in every diocese in this country, should he 
emerge from his seclusion in the Vatican 
and crossthe briny deep, that will Satolii 
be. He will supersede the archbish- 
ops and the bishops in their. dio- 
ceses, and he will preside at 
the meetings of the archbishops. 
Whatever special powers Cardinal Gibbons. 
may possess—and they are unknown—will be

direct from the Pope. He will have power to 
confirm the election of archbishobs und bish- 
ops, and to appoint priests to parishes. The 
powers of a papal delegate are limited to his 
letters of instruction and Satolli will be 
guided “by directions giver iy" Tie Proper 
These instructions are in part public and in 
part private. The latter are strictly 
guarded; and history records instances in 
which they were writtenincipher. Whether 
the rules of action which Leo XIII. will give 
to Satolli will be a cryptograph or not, no 
one may ever know, but everyone who has 
a knowledge of church laws and history has 
become fixed in the belief that he comes to 
this country, clothed with the power to com- 
mand the most haughty prelates in the Ameri- 
can hierarchy and to suvject them, person- 
ally and collectively, to his directions,

But atthe sessions of the Archiepiscopal 
convention, as wellas during visits to the 
prelates in their dioceses, Satolli must show 
his credentials to act in each specific case in 
which he assumes to interfere. He must 
show to bishops the authority whereby he is 
empowered to pass upon special matters; 
but as’ soon as he presents his letters he has 
all the power in the premises which the Pope 
himself would have, 

This is the reason why Catholics are so 
anxious about Satoll’is mission, 

A parallel to this radical moveof the Ro- 
man officials may be found in English 
colonial history. Whenever a local colonial 
government breaks downand the ordinary 
crown officials are unable to cope with the 
dangers which confront them, ft is the policy 
ofthe British government to dispatch an 
eminent publicist to the scene of the troubles

It is certain that one of the principal 
duties given to Satolli to discharge will be 
the extinction of the last smouldering embers 
of the flery school system discussion, begun 
last: December.

It was the first time that he had been 
known totouch New York and fail to pay his 
respects to Archbishop Corrigan. ' 

Many other instances, too numerous to 
mention, interviews, newspaper paragraphs 
and personalities are ample proof that 
the differences between many of the 
distinguished prelates are too great to be se- 
creted beneath the folds ofordinary civility. 
Nownere are the facts better known than at 
Rome, and nowhere have they caused greater 
concern. Archbishop Satolll will take ad- 
vantage of the presence of the Archbishops 
in New York in Uctober to heal these sores.

SKETCH OF SATOLLI. ' 
The man who has so many trying duties to 
perform in the United States was born at 
Marcino, in the archdiocese of Perugia, July 
21, 1839, and his name is Francis Satolli. He 
was for many years professor of dogmatic 
theology in the propaganda at Rome, and 
was created Archbishop of Le- 
panto, Italy, June 14, 1888, He 
visited the United States in 
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| November, 1889, as the speclal representa- 


tive of the Pope, at the dedication of the 
Catholic University at Washington. Mgr. 
©’Connell, rector of the American College at 
tome, who will accompany him on his mis- 
sion, was his companion on that occasion. 
Satolli is a tall, slim man, with dark 
complexion, angular features, a Roman nose 
and black plercing eyes. Quite different is 
he to Archbishop Persico, the discomfited 
Irish delegate whom WwW, T. Stead, editor of 
the Pall Malt Gazette and the Review of Reviews 
thus describes in his ‘*The Pope and 
the New Era.’’ *‘In personal appear- 
ance the envoy is not unlike an 
Italian peasant, somewhat stout, with a 
straggling gray beard, sly, half-shut eyes 
anda certain olly suavitv which filled the 
Irish with distrust. ‘I would not trust him 
further than I could throw him,’ said one 
Irish member, and it is an open 
secret that at least one [Irish arch- 
bishop regarded him, from the first, 
with unconcealed distrust. As representa- 
tive of the Pope he was everywhere received 
with enthusiastic demonstrations of respect, 
but Mer. Persico did not personally inspire 
the lrish hierarchy with confidence.’’ Sa- 
tolli differs personally from Persico. Will 
the issue of his mission and his receptron by 
the American hierarchy be also different?

ATTEMPT AT BRIBERY. 


A Garfield Park Stockholder Tries to 
Bribe a Judge. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 17.—Justice Woodman 
caused a rronouneed sensation in his court- 
room this morning in deciding the case of the 
Garfield Park uwabitues by stating that M. ©, 
McDonald, a stockholder in the Garfield Park 
Club, had offered hima bribe of $300 to dis» 
charge the prisoners. 

**It behooves me asa public officer,’’ said 
the Judge, ‘‘to make a personal statement 
in this case. I have been a public magistrate 
for about eleven years. In that time lI have 
tried more than 100,000 cases, and for 
the first time in that period a _ bribe 


has been offered to me to influence 
my decision. The other night while at 
my home a man came to me asking me to de- 
cide these cases immediately to dismiss 
them. This man was Michael C. McDonald, 
a stockholder in the Garfield Park Club. He 
told me that Altgeld would be the next Gov- 
ernor and that he (McDonald) would use his 
influence for my reappointment. He then 
said, ‘lowe you some money,’ and handed 
me what I trought wasthe amount due for 
bail bonds signed on the evening of the 6th 
inst. After he had gone I came back to the 
Ughted room and examined the bills, and 
und $300.’’ 

Justice Woodman then asked in a loud 
tone: ‘‘Is Michael Cassius McDonald in the 
court room at this time?’’ 

A moment of suspense followed and the 
question repeated. Mr. McDonald did not 
answer to his name and Justice Woodman 
turned to Inspector Lewis, who sat beside 
him on the bench, and in plain view of every- 
bouy handed the money to him. Justice 
Woodman then pronounced his decision in 
the case. The princtpals were given $100 
each and the inmates $5 each.

’ REGALES LONDON AUDIENCES.

LonpDon, Sep. 6.—Itisa matter of musical 
history that very few American song writers 
have ever written more thanone popular 
song, a song which ts for the time of its 
popularity patromigead by every orchestra, 
hand-organ and street arab all over the 
country. Amd yet in Engiand during the 
past two years one man may be said to have 
written all the popular songs, and each new 
one is greeted as if it wete a Ta-ra-ra-boom- 
de-ay. 

The name ofthis composer is Albert Cheva- 
lier, and the writing of humorous songs is 
but one of the few talents which this 
magnetic young man has inherited or at- 
tained by hard work. Not only does he write 
allthe words of his own songs and most of 
the music, but he receives a4 salary of $400a 
He sings at four 
music halls in London every night, and his

position in that town can only be compared 
tothat of Yvette Guilbert in Paris, He has 
been a sensation in London for two years, 
and that is a very proud boast for any man. 
Chevalier sings a class of songs which he 
has madé all hisown. He iscalledthe Cos- 
ter’s Laureate, for the words he has written 
areallabout the inside affairs of that rather 
low and ugly class Of London life. But when 
story and song writers turned by and left the 
costerto his sweetheart Chevalier stopped 
and looked on until hé saw that these people, 
under their gaudy suits of pearlies and biack 
jerseys, had a good deal of human nature. It 
may bea very brusqte, eveh vilgar, kind of 
sentiment they own, but it is an honest, 
Stralght-out-from-the-heart sort of senti- 
ment, andthatis probably why Onevalier’s 
Songs are more popalar than those of any 
One else, because they are written by a man 
who has a heart and Who writes about peso. 
ple who have them also and havé not buried 
them under an effete civilization and rough 
usage, ha 
A number of Chevalier’s sonzs have al- 
ready been used in this country, but in most 
Cases the Words have been changed suf- 
ficiently to suit the country and spoil the 
original value of the song. The coster dialect, 
Which is only suggested In the words of the 
song printed here, would have no meaning 
tothe American who has not seen the coster 
on his native soll, and itis probably for this 
reason that all of Chevalier’s songs are not 
better known in America. ‘‘The Nasty Way 
’e Sez It’’ and **suen a Nice Man, Too’’ have 
been used in this country, and both ina 
manner highly detrimental to MT, Chevalieg, 
Here is a vorse from one of his coster ser- 
enades:

Chevalier became the leading comedian. He 
was the success of half a dozen Duriesques, 
and when the management changed bur- 
lesque was sheived and Chevalier created the 
title role of ‘‘Dr. Bill.’’ After a long run this 
piece was taken off and Chevalier fouad him- 
self without an engagement. 

Several offers were made him to play sec: 
ond comedy parts in burlesque, but the 
young actor could not afford to play anything 
but the first part after his series of successes, 
The manager of the Pavillion Music Hall 
made him an offer,and after much hesita- 
tion and against the advice of his friends he 
signed a contract for one week. His success 
on the first night was unparalicled in the his- 
tory of the London music Dalis and he became 
the sensation of the hour. Duriagtherun 9 
one of the burlesques at the Avenue Theater 
he had sung several of his coster sonys, and 
so great had been their success that it was in 
this line that he chose to follow his career ag 
a music-hall singer. 

Personally Chevalier its a quiet young man 
who tells very good stories and is very fond 
ofa little house he owns on the river just 
above Windsor, After his work is done in 
the evening he takes a train to his place and 
sleeps until early the next morning. Then he 
gets intO a puht and spends the day fishing 
and smokinga briarwood pipe. His income 
from his performances and the sale of his 
songs amounts to about $600 a week, and the 
prospect of seeing him in America is very 
slight, as he is under contract to sing in 
London for the next five years. Here is one 
of his songs, which is just now the most pop- 
ular song in London:’’

Martin Burke, One of Dr. Cronin’s Ase 
sassins, Nearing the Grave. 


JOLIET, lli., Sept. 17.—The man who is sup- 
posed to have called for Dr. Cronin on th 
night he was last seen alive, and behia 
Dinan’s famous white horse driven the 
doctor to the fateful Carlson cote 
tage, is inthe last stages of 
consumption at the penitentiary hospital, 
Burke was sentenced to imprisonment for 
‘life with Coghlan and O’sullivan, the icge 
man. O’Sullivan died last May, and Oogh- 


lan, though very ill at that time, has now 
completely recovered and Is fat and strong. 

heh Burke came to the prison he! ed 
to be in fair health, but it is now said that 
consumption was even then preylng upon 
him. The cooper roe 4 where Burke worked, 
is the hardest place in the prison. The con- 
victs have to work for dear life to get thelr 
tasks done, and if they do net perform them 
they are punished for short work. If they 
do more they get paid. Burke worked likea 
Turk, and when he got sothat he could get 
out his task by pitching in hard all day he 
says they increased his stint beyond his abil- 
ity to perform It. 

About six Weeks ago Burke was removed 
from the tooper shop and taken to one of 
the shoe shops, but the superintendent said 
he would pot actept any broken-down men 
from other contractors. The officer insisted 
that it was light work and that Burke could 
perform it; that there was nothing the mat- 
ter with him, except that he was run down 
a little, The shoes contractors refused to 
have him and he was put in the idie cell, and 
then transferred to the hospital where he 
has been wasting away ever since, branded 
with the stamp of death.

CHURCH AND LABOR 


REV. ME. WILLEY CLOSES THE CONTRO- 
VERSY WITH WORKINGMEN. 


. {Th 1 rs ci the controversy Inaugu- 
vated by Rew er. Witley’s question, why do 
Workingmen Not Attend Church?’’) 


We live in a remarkable and wonderful age. 
Amongthe centuries none are equalto our 
own. - Not only do we live in the greatest age, 
but in the greatest and best country 
in the world and in one of 
the first class cities in the 
United States, certainly the best in the West. 
It requires only an ordinary common school 
geography, a little common sense and study, 
to convince any person that in position 
America enjoys the first place among the 
pations. Theclimate is unexcelled and its 
resources are unequaled. It seems as if God 
selected this part of the American continent, 
bounded onthe north by British Columbia 
and onthe south by Mexico, upon which to 
bestow his largest gifts of natural wealtn. 

We have not yet learned to appreciate the 
value of our inheritance, nor can statis- 
ticlans give us any realizing conception of it. 
The founders of this mation had no 
adequate conception of its future develop- 
ments. As a clinching argument for 
the approval of the Constitution by the 
States, Hamilton and his colleagues alluded 
to the smallness of the territory tobe gov- 
erned—less than 1,000 miles long and 750 miles 
wide, with only one sea coast, the Atiantic, 
to guard. Since then we have seen the boast 
of England realized in the United States, and 
with her can say thatthe sun never sets on 
our land. Thus the developments of the first 
century have outrun the forecasts of these 
wise men. But who shall say that our 
prophecies are more accurate? The age is 
constructive. From the earth we have 
brought coal, and from the brooks water, 
and in process of combustion the former 
has converted the latter into steam, 
which ingenious hands have confined, and 
forced it to turn machinery in the production 
pf newer and better machinery. Mechanical 
Appliances, either to supplement or supplant 
human hands, bave been introauced into al- 
mostevery branch of industry. The inven- 
tive genius of man has utilized the material 
and unseen forces of nature in the production 
and distribution of thecomfortsoflife. Pros- 
perity is in the air. Everything of a mate- 
rial kind seems to be on an ascending scale. 
Nevertheless, satisfaction and contentment 
with the existing order of society, are by no 
means universal. There isa large class of 
people in this country who 
are restless and discontented, and 
who are telling the i in 

that we must either reform some 
ores exiting order or our cherished insti- 
tutions are in danger of destruction. When 
we object to their reasoning they point us to 
the decline and fall of States that were once 
romparatively free and prosperous. They 
tell us that there are laws that control the 
fiestiny of nations, as there are to control the 
health, strength, characterand longevity of 
the individual; that history is philosophy 
teaching byexample, and that it is a 
pcientinic axiom that like causes produce like 
results. This isthe tone ofall labor organs 
and labor agitators. True there are degrees 
of discontent, but none are entirely free from 
it. Nor is this feeling confined to those who 
re before the public, but it is shared 
the great army of wage-earners 
all over the land. There is every- 
where throughout the whole social frame an 
putward unrest. What are we going todo 
about it? Thisissupposed to be a democ- 
racy, and the voice of the people means 
mething. Arguments cannot be answered 
by blows and kicks; nor will the cry of 
‘*anarchy’’ longer suffice, no matter how 
tent the charge a decade ago.

Labor unions and strikes are also 
evidences of this discontent. It is vain for 
us to attempt to ridicule these things, or to 
discredit their importance, for like Banquo’s 
host they will not down—at least they cannot 
laughed or scorned down. A few weeks ago 
bere was actual war in three States; and no 
Rtate is for any considerable length of time 
without its strike or lockout. Some of these 
rikes—more than is generally believed—are 
+ whole or in rt successful. The fallure 
pf all strikes to gain their point ts not from 
weakness, but from !ack of organization 
g@mong themselves or unfaithfulness on the 
rt of other or ations upon whom they 
Sopended for aid. Even in defeat they are 
re of future success. This confidence is in 
ftself somethingnew. Twenty-five years ago 
the most boastiul did not dream that the 
time would come when the men who did the 
‘work could dictate terms to those who em 
ployed them. We have gone beyond this, 
ana to- we see the begin- 
nin of a federation of labor 
which in the near future may be able to cope 
with the combined force of capital. The 
asses are alive to the issues, and while 
heir thoughts are somewhat fragmentary 
and chaotic they are nevertheless reading 
gplong lines suggested by those who discuss 
the future inthe light of the past and the 
present. Books, papers, pamphlets and 
magazines devoted to socialand incustrial 
reform are being rapidly multiplied and ex-

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possible the causes of this widespread dis- 
content, as I have been able to gather it from 
this reform literature, and by actual contact 
with the men themsel¥es. There is no effect 
without acause, and thisis justastrue in 
the affaifs of men asitis inthe universe 
about us, Sometimes ina single night an 
island will be forced up inthe sea. Men look 
at it and think of the great pressure 
underneath. It would be folly to suggest 
that it happened without acause. But such 
& phenomenon in nature is as likely to hap- 
pen uncaused, asisa like occurrence in the 
socialrealm. Men with dependent families 
do not voluntarily and simultaneously quit 
work, with starvation staring them in the 
face, unleSs they believe that the cause for 
which they contend is just. That it some- 
times is not just we must admit, but tbat it 
never is no one believes. That the majority 
ofthe men do not know for what they are 
contending, I am convinced. In times 
of great agitation men seldom 
do Know the fall meaning of their struggles. 
Their attention is diverted with minor issues 
near at hand, while the vital principles are 
more remote and consequently more ob- 
scured. Itisonly after the smoke and dust 
of battle has cleared away that men can 
calmly estimate the meaning of the move- 
ment, its cause and result. Let us look at 
this question from a laborer’s standpoint, 
and Iwill state the case as I have heard the 
laborer himself state it: 

The first and most important causeof dis- 
content is the evident unequal! division of the 
products ofindustry. During the last thirty 
years the actual wealth of the nation has in- 
creased ata wonderful rate, and although 
we have sustained a constant flow of immi- 
gration the increase of wealth has more than 
Kept pace with the population. In the year 
1860 the wealth of the whole country was esti- 
mated at $16,000,000,000; in 1890 it. was 
estimated at $47,000.000,000. During the same 
period the increase of population was a little 
more than 60 per cent, so that the real 
increase per capitain thirty. years has been 
actually enormous. hat inference should 
we draw from these figures? Wele we unac 
guainted with the situation we would un- 
coubtedly say that the condition of every 
man,from the highest to the lowest, ought to 
be correspondingly improved. Is such the 
case? No, at leasta respectable minority of 
the people say itis not. The wages of the 
manual laborer has not been greatly in- 
creased Guring thattime. The most liberal 
statistician I can discover estimates that the 
wages of skilled and unskilled labor has ad- 
vanced since 1860 less than 49 per cent. 
This isnot proportionate, but the estimate 
is too large, taking into consideration the 
time employed. cost of living, and the num- 
ber of years the ordinary man is capable of 
earning first-class wages. 

The introduction of machinery, which has 
been so extensive during the time covered by 
these figures, has resulted in many charges 
among wage earners. Some of these changes 
have been Deneficial, but the major part of 
them have been positively harmful. It has 
reduced the number of skilled laborers in 
many industries, and has supplanted them 
by machines and unskilled laborers. Take 
for example the boot and shoe industry. A 
few years ago, when the work was done by 
hand, a first-class mechanic could get steady 
work at from $10 to $20a week. Now the work 
is done in factories—largely by girls—for less 
than half the wages. Most of the mechanics 
require but little skillin the operation, con- 
sequently the whole industry has passed into 
the hands of semi-skilled workmen 
—the skill is in the machine. With 
a few exceptions the employes un- 
derstand only one machine, and all the skill 
they possess can be obtained in one ortwo 
weeks, apd, of course, they are graded as 
unskilled workmen and paid accordingly. I 
have only given the boot and shoe industry 
as an example of what is true in almostevery 
other manufacturing business. 

Again, the introduction of machinery has 
brought about a division of labor which, in 
some instances, has brought about frequent 
periods of enforced idleness. For example, 
take the builders’ trade. Formerly the car- 
penter spent the winter months—while con- 
struction was stopped—in the shop making 
sash, doors, blinds, frames, etc., and inthis 
way employing profitably the inclement 
months. Nowthis work is done in factories 
at any time ofthe year and on short or- 
der. The result is that a carpenter 
only has work so long as building con- 
tinues. At best he cannot count on 
more than nine months’ employment a year, 
against a full year before this division; so 
before we can figure that his wages has been 
advanced he must receive Over one-third 
more to Dalance this period of enforced idle- 
ness. The number of years thata man can 
secure employment at first-class wages must 
also be taken into account, Until heis past 
the age of manhood he is only an apprentice, 
and, no matter how skillful, can get buta 
boy's wages; a few years Jater he has passed 
the prime of life and is forced out to give 
place to more vigorous manhood; so that 
there are only about twenty years—at most 
tether tn which a man can hope to 
have first-class wages in his trade, especially 
if his trade be one that requires either muscle 
oragility. Every man ought to be able by 
his industry to support himself and those 
whe are dependent upon him, not 
while he is working, but 
he should be able to accumulate enough dur- 
ing the years of his activity to maintain them 
in the decline of life, when labor is no longer 
possible. Oan he do this? We Know he can 
not. At least half the wage earners of St. 
Louis are not six months removed from star- 
vation, and many of them are not more than 
ten days ahead of the wolf of want. 


We have been told that this is the result of 
thriftlessness, but any one of common sense 
can see that in the majority of cases it is not 
true. 


Looking at the great increase in wealth on 
the one hand and the small increase in wages 
on the other hand, the laborer is apt to think 
he is being Outrun inthe raceof life. He ig 
told that in three decades the wealth of the 
nation has increased almost, if not guite, 300 
percent, andthat his wages have aot in- 
creased more than 2 or 25 per cent, 
and he complains that it is not 
_* Some looker-on says: ‘‘What is 

he matter with you? Are you not getting as 
much as you ever did? Do you not have 
more now than ever before? You are better 
housed, better fed, better clothed than ever 
before and yet you complain.’’ The laborer 
says: ‘‘ Yes, that is true, but Iam complain- 
ing DecauseI am not getting my share—be- 
cause the division of the increase is not In ac- 
cordance with ss: Wealth has increased 
wonderfully, and this increase is largely the 
result of my labor, and yet my wages have 
not been appreciably increased. Iclaim that 
this is unjust, andam not going to be quiet 
until this matter is made right.’’ 


Another cause of dissatisfaction is found in 
the alarming growth of fortunes. Every- 
thing seems to be tending toward centraliza- 
tion. He believes that all wealth has its 
source in the people and of right belongs to 
the people; yet he is told ‘‘that 40,000 

rsons own one-half the wealth of the 
mnited States, that one-seventieth of the 
population own two-thirds of its wealth and 
that 250,000 families, aggregating 1,000,000 
ersons, Own three-quarters of the whole.’’ 
tatistics recently published givethe com- 
bined wealth of nine of the leading financiers 
of the United States at something over $720,- 
00v,000 and their combined annual income at 
not less than $38,000,000. How are these larxe 
fortunes acquired? There are but three ways 
fora manto acquire weaith—'‘‘inheritance, 
industry and theft.’’ Strange as it may 
seem, there are people strongiy of the opin- 
ion that some of these men have gotten their

The foregoing are some of the causes of dis- 
content as stated by those who are perform- 
ing thelabor.

way into the very life of our great 
industrialarmy. It will be asked: ‘‘What 
connection has this with the discussion that 
has been going on in these columns relative 
to the workingman and the church?’’ The 
answer issimple. Thechurch is a part of 
our system of government—rather the gov- 
ernment is an outgrowth of the teachings of 
the church. Its beginning was a religious 
sentiment, and nolessin its struggles than 
in the churches was the prayer of the 
people for larger liberty than was ever before 
enjoyed.. Since then the church has grown 
luxuriantly rich, and in too many cases 
correspondingly indolent. In the midst of 
wrongs grave and grievous it is unaccount- 
ably silent. Men are permitted to remain in 
good standing in the church whose prayers 
one day in the week are the only indications 
of plety. The other six days, as if in ignor- 
ance of the Bible’s definition of righteous- 
ness, they are grinding the faces of the poor. 
They are exhorted to be benevolent and are 
commended for their charity in giv- 
ing money that has been immorally, 
if not illegally, extorted from the 
people. [have in mind nowa manin this 
city who gave a munificent contributiontoa 
church institution and then forced his em- 
ployes, during the Gull season, to take a two 
weeks’ vacation at their own expense. Men 
must be just before they can be generous 
and somehow I believe that those employes 
gave that contribution, although the em- 
ployer got thecredit. The church represents 
the highest moral sentiments of the people, 
and so long as itcontinues to condone sins 
that are profitable it cannot expect to have 
the respect of those who are suffering as the 
result of those sins.

Slavery, Ancientand Modern. 


To the Editor of tne Post- Dispatch: 

Mr. P.G. Robert says that ‘‘Three thou- 
sand preachers undertook to meddle in these 
matters some years agoand the result was a 
four years’ war and incalculable loss in 
blood and treasure.’’ 

If Mr. Robert will consult history he will 
find that the preachers meddiled in these 
matters centuries ago, but ina different 
manner, andtheresult waschattel slavery 
and incalculable loss of ilfe, blood and hap- 
piness. 

When.the Spaniards conquered America 
they made slaves of the Indians. 

One of those meddling preachers, a Spanish 
monk, seeing that the Indians were too weak 


to endure the tasks imposed upon them, ad- 
vised his countrymen to goto Africa and cap- 
ture the stronger negro and bring him over 
here. It was doneand one of the latter-day 
results was the meddling of 3,000 modern 
preachers and its consequences. 

The 3,000 preachers meddled in these mat- 
ters because William Lloyd Garrison and his 
co-laborers had formulated public opinion in 
favor ofabolitionto suchan extent thatthe 
ministry could no longer Keep silent. 

In his youth the writer was taught by 
preachers that chattel slavery was entirely 
In accord with holy writ. 

It wasthena pregnant and striking fact 
that American slavery was never afraid of 
American religion. The solemn meeting 
could be held in absolute safety in the neigh- 
borhood of a slave auction. Neither had any 
quarrel with the other. They were, infact. 
upon friendly terms, for men were sold to 
build churches, babes to buy Bibles, women 
to support missionaries and few refused the 
price of blood when it was offered at the 
treasury ofthe sanctuary. ‘‘The American 
church was the bulwark of American 
slavery.’’ 

To-day, to a workingman upatree, it looks 
like a pregnant and striking fact that Amer- 
can industrial slavery, caused by the grant- 
ing of special privileges tothe few at the ex- 
pense of the masses, is never afraid of Amer. 
ican religion. The solemn meeting can be 
held in absolute safety in the presence of the 
legalized robbers and those who take all that 
is left. Neither has any quarrel with the 
other. They are, in fact, upon friendly 
terms, for those who confiscate the iabor 
products of others, build, supportand man- 
age churches. In the tenement houses of the 
large cities thousands af babies die every 
year because God’s suniight, fresh air, 
pure. water, and proper nourishment are 
dented them that a few ‘‘sooners’’ may show 
their plety by buying Bibles with other péo- 
ple’s money;and women, who desire to live 
and not merely exist on stale bread and weak 
tea, are driven to embrace a life of shame in 
order that sundry individuals who live in 
luxury andidleness may have the glory for 
sending out missionaries whom they pay 
with the money legally ‘*wanamakered’’ 
from the poor and unfortunate, and few tf 
any refuse the price of blood when offered at 
the treasury of the sanctuary. The American 
church is§{the bulwark of industrial slavery 
= all the vices and crimes springing there- 

rom. 

History repeats itself. Now, as then, we 
see preachers meddling in these affairs; now, 
as then, we are quite certain that public 
opinion pushes them on, and now, as then, 
we hope for the abolition of the more modern 
form of slavery. It argues well'forthe cause, 
For years the clergy have spent untold en- 
ergy and money in far-off Africa endeavor- 
ing toconvert savages to Christianity with 
the aid of bayonets, rum and Bibles. 

While chasing the delusive and slippery 
savage the church has neglected those in its 
immediate neighborhood. Instead of reliev- 
ing the oppressed, andtorid ‘‘the poor out 
of the hands of their oppressors,’’ it has seen 
fit to pat our oppressors on their backs and 
sorrowfully and -plaintively beg them to give 
at least a very small part of their unearned 
fortunes to the poor for sweet charity’s sake, 
and instead ofdriving the money changers 
out of the temple it gives them front seats, 

Christ and his apostles were prophets. 
They actually foretold the shame and the 
glory ofthe church. We have had enough 
of the shame, anc if the preachers will con- 
tinue to meddle in these matters we may ex. 
pect to partake of the glory also. What a 
contrast between Christ and those who 
think they represent him! He did not know 
wheretolay his head; he was one of and 
mingled with the people; he was humble and 
he acknowledged every one as his brother 
and treated himassuch; he was love per- 
sonified. Qn the other hand, look at our 
church dignitaries. 

They are clad in purple and fine linen. A 
miter, a golden shepherd staff and a ring 
are deemed necessary toadd dignity to the 
office. They have all the delicacies of the 
season, while many of us lack the neces- 
saries of lire, andin conversation ‘they im. 
press one as being of a superior kind and not 
bumble followers ofthe lowly carpenter of 
Nazareth, 

**Being well fed, well clothed, and wel} 
housed they appear to be incapable of under- 
standing what the average workingman has 
to contend with in order to vegetate,’’ 

**Furthermore, the church is not at peace 
with itself. There is jealousy,dissenston and 
hatred in its bosom, and knowing this, what 
self thinking workingman cares to enter a 
house that upholds industrial slavery,.a 
house that is divided against itself?

WINCHESTER, England, Sept. 5.—Perhaps 
the best place, fora time, to muse upon the 
ancient city of Winchester and its: historic 
surroundings, is the summit of St. Giles hill, 
which, wifhin the borough bounds, rises 
high above the roofs of the city, almost with- 
in a stone’s throw of the east window of its 
mighty cathedral. 

Cushioned inits velvety beds of scented 
clover, you feelthe gentle breeze coming 
softly overthe Hampshire downs. It sends 
a myriad wisps of feathery clouds across the 
blue vault above. These checkerthe valley 
and city follage and roofs with changeful 
arabesques of sunshine and shadow. In and 
out of these your fancy plays hideand seek 
with the annals, legends and wraiths of Win- 
chester’s long ago. 

Round about this lovely Hampshire valley 
threaded by the gleaming Itchen, beloved 
haunt of Isaac Walton, is.a wondrous wreath 
of story dimand legend old. Over to the 
north is Slichester, an exhaustless mine of 
Roman remains, within whose walls the 
Usurper Constantine was invested with the 
purple, and legend Basit that King Arthur 
there received his crown. Near it is Basing, 
site of one of the lordliest castles of early En- 
giand./ A little nearer Winchester still is 
Odiham, birthplace of the famous old gram- 
marian, William Lilly. To the northeast, at 
Andover, Anlaf, the Dane, promised King 
Ethelred never to recommence hostilities 
against the English. Just below thisis Dane- 
bury Hill, withits famous Roman encamp- 
ment. Just west of you is the sleepy hamlet 
of King Sambourn, where Jobn of Gaunt had 
his old-time palace. Atthe same distance to 
the east, near Alresford, are the great Tich- 
borne estates. Andnear by tothe south is 
Romsey, with fits quaintest old abbey church

continued untila quarter of a century ago. 
Then, as Dean Kitchin writes, ‘‘As the city 
grew stronger and the fair weaker, it slid 
down St. Giles’ hill. and enteredthe town 
where its noisy ghost still holds revelonce a 
year,.’’ 

All this was very long ago, but the wise old 
annalists count this antiquity as nothing. 
One can go with them, if not in all faith still 
with pleasant curiosity, a long way back of 
this once famous English fair. They will tell 
you that Winchester is, perhaps, the oldest 
city in Britain. They point toSt. Catharine’s 
Hill, over there just at the southern edge of 
the city, still plainly disclosing the fortified 
camp of Vespasian, who conquered the place 
from Belgz, whence its Roman name, Venta 
Belgarum, 

Far, far beyond these they have seen with 
clear historic eyes. They willtell you in all 
seriousness that Winchester was founded 892 
years before the Christian era. That would 
be 189 years before the founding of Rome, or 
a matter of 2,784 yearsago! A kingof ancient 
Britain, Sudor Rous Hudibrass,is said to 
have been the royal founder; and it was his 
son, Bladud, who built and enriched with the 
indistinguishable fires of Minerva the fine old 
Somersetshire city of Bath. 

Some things about royal Winchester’s an- 
tiquity and history dre easy enough to know 
with exactitude and they mellowthe thought 
perspective of the rare old town charmingly, 
invest every gray old stone ot the place with 
wonderful associative interest, and give to 
every toneof the huge old Cathedral bells 
the thrilling voice of a richly storied past. 

Julius Cesar visited the city, B. C. 54, and 
the Emperor Vespasian a few years later 
occupied it and built walls, vestiges of 
which remain. For the next 500 years Win- 
chester Was celebrated for its magnificent 
embroideries for the tmperial court, ex- 
amples of which remain. Egbert, the first 
King of all England, was crowned here, and 
established a sort ofempire with sub-Kings 
under him, out of which came the English 
monarchial and nobility systems of to-day. 

The first English guild of merchants was 
established here in 8356. The wise laws of 
Alfred were made here, the first great survey 
of the kingdom was completed here, and in 
the scriptorium of the very cathedral you 
will now findin Winchester, in 896, was done 
that wonderful specimen of Winchester

in England and the New Forest depths, 
where the arrow from Tyrrel’s bow pierced 
the heart of ruflan Rufus, England’s second 
Norman King. 

If you were standing on this hill of St. 
Giles on an autumn morning, the hum of the 
cily below would recall a quaint old scene of 
400 or 500 years ago, for the spot was the site 
of one of the most wonderful fairs in the 
world of that antique time. It was famous 
St. Giles’ Fair. The whole plateau of the 
hill was covered by a second town, shut in by 
a high wooden palilsade. By royal edict all 
trade was not only stopped in Winchester 
itself, but in all other towns within a radius 
of seven leagues. 

From 8t. Gile’s Day, Sept. 1, to Sept. 7, the 
virgil of the Nativity of the Blessed Virgin, 
all traders from allthe world might come. 
After the latter date a fine for tardiness was 
imposed. The fair continued in this queer 
old town of queer old wooden booths until 
Sept15. The Bishop of Winchester had his 
stall, as well as his customs duties and other 
fines from other dealers, Several monaster- 
ies dealtin wine and spices. And the for- 
eigners from Normandy.and the low coun- 
tries, Poland, and such distant regions, and 
the vendors and Duyers from across broad 
English counties, abode Gipsy fashion on the 
hilltop. 

What quaint folk, costumes, wares and 
scenes must have once crowded this now 
silent hill. Each street was devoted to one 
manner of wares Or one nation. Wines, 
spices, draperies, goldsmiths’ wares, brass- 
workers’, potters’ and furriers’ goods and 
weapons werehere, Normans, Poles, Dutch, 
Italians, Spaniards, Aigerians, Cornishmen, 
then accounted west of England barbarians, 
mingled together in a common interest. 
Then there was the strange medley of buyers, 
sightseers and citizens, nobles and ladies in 
the rich costumes Of the period ; men in tunic 
and mantle, long bose and pointed shoes; 
women in straight graceful gowns and wim- 
ples; artificers, servants, yokels and monks. 

At this quaint forerunner of international 
exhibitions there was. a **Piepowder Court,’’ 
having rule over the dusty shanks, peddlers 
and mountebanks, the pieds poudreux, and 
to this court of quick invitation and rapid 
disposal came all fair folk delinquents. At 
the end ofthe long and dusty day the Mar- 
shal rode forth from the court pavilion and 
issued proclamation that all business must 
drew, jeaving the palisaded hill town silent 
and lightless, save for the twinkling here 
and there of Wick in lamp or mortar, the 
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illumination knownasthe ‘‘Golden Book of 
Edgar.'’ The first standard measures ever 
possessed by England were ordered and 
made here under edict of King Edgar, and 
you will find these identical measures in the 
Winchester Museum at Guildhall. 

Over there in that turreted structure whicn 
now frowns above the western gate of High 
street, or rather in the great hall of its oldest 
portion, lived William the Conqueror and all 
the Angevin kings. Fromit Rufus set forth 
one August day in 11000n that famous hunt- 
ing expedition to New Forest, from which 
his body was brought back in peasant 
Purkiss’ cart to be buried within the cathe- 
dral, where it now lies. The great tower fell 
upon the spot in 1107, and that was the judg- ‘ 
ment, so the times said, for burying the 
royal ruflan within consecrated ground, 

Henry I. of Scotland and Matilda were mar- 
ried here. Coeur de Lion was royally received 
here after his sore captivity. Henry II]. was 
born in the castle and all the Edwards held 
court here. Henry V. received the French 
ambassadors here andin Winchester Henry 
VI. planned Eaton college after Wykeham’s 
School which, still one of the most interesting 
of British colleges, stands here to-day just as 
it then stood against the southern edge of the 
velvety Cathedral close. Here Mary re- 
ceived Philip and their unfortunate nup- 
tials were concluded; while the great struc- 
ture now standing beside the castle and used 
as the Royal Barracks, was built by Charlies 
Il,, though he never lived to see it com plet- 
ed, asasumptuous residence for himself 
and ‘‘pretty Nell’’ Gwynne. 

And so on and on the grim old story runs. 
But by and by the dark masses of verdure, 
the square Norman tower and the ridge of 
the mighty nave rising above the banks of 
leafy limes and the peninsula formed 
by the vagrant Itchen covered 
with sward and flowers, tempts you down by 
winding paths from St. Giles’ Hill; end you 
are soon standing beside the ancient city 
Cross. It was built over 500 years ago, in the 
reign of Henry VI., just before his murder by 
Gloster,and has, besides its fine old group- 
ing of saints in the upper niches, the carved 
figures of William of Wykeham, the famous 
founder of Winchester School of Florence de 
Lunn, Winchester’s first Mayor, 708 years 
ago, the martyr St. Lawrence and King Al- 
fred the Great. 

You are now in the center of Winchester 
High street. You vic eae recall a

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on this old familiar street. So, in all other | 


English cathedral towns as here, beneath 
the city cross, however cramped its sur- 
roundings, is the ancient ‘‘mercate square’’ 
or market place, and jagged, zigzag 
thoroughfares lead to the cross from outly- 
ing picturesque spots and quarters. 
Allabout are half-timbered houses, pro- 
jecting story over story into the market 
place; and you wonder how long before from 
sheer age they wili tumble, red roofs first, 
Over into the clean, cool space below. Quaint 
shops are pinched in between staid old man- 
sions. Bandboxes of inns speck the gray 
facades with gilt and color. Worn steps, 
scrubbed mercilessly and washed with white 
lead into tiny vestibules gay with gleaming 
brass knockers and rare old colored glass. 


Just there, to the right, isa wynd or close, 
grayer, more a medley of gables, overhang~ 
ing roofs and protruding windows than the 
narrow street where you are standing. It Is 
mossy old Minster street. You saunter into 
its shadows. At its southern end 13 an invit- 
ing vista of foliage and light. You will find 
more gray heads here than in any other 
equal distance in England. Gray old men 
and gray old women silently sit musing over 
gray old wares fm their gray old shops. 


It is all so startlingly suggestive of age and 
decay that you hasten on. Suddenly one side 
of the shadowy passageway stops short, and 
there before you is one of the sweetest sights 
in England. Itis the great cathedral close, 
surrounded by ivy-hung fourteenth centu 
house:, its area threaded and silvered by t 
vagrant Itchen stream, masses of limes ris- 
ing here and there above, and the cathedral 
of royal Winchester, showing in patches and 
bits, just hinting of its grand proportions, 
through the rifts of luxuriant HMme-tree 
leaves. : 

From where you stand storing the scene in 
your memory an avenue of limes, rivaling 
the famous walk in Trinity Gardens, Cam- 
bridge, leads diagonally across the close to 
the cathedral’s entrance beneath its great 
west window. To the left across the wide 
reach of sward area few straggling graves. 
To the right fewer still rise white against the 
green. The foliage of the overhanging limes 
is so dense that you cannot see the sky. 
Among the leaves, at this time of the year, Is 
a wealth of sweet-smelling, yellow-green 
flowers. It is wonderfully still here. Now 
and againa withered blossom’ fluttering to 
the stone walk, orarobinor blackbird hop- 
ping soberly in and out among the olden 
graves, almost startles you. 


As you proceed down the flagged avenue 
the gray breaks through the green. The 
north transept is first partially unveiled. 
Then the wide, low tower, the entire vast 
west front, the long range of pinnacled but- 
tresses to the north of the nave, andthe 
roofs of the bishop’s palace and deanery to 
the south, are gradually disclosed, and at 
the right is a most ancient wall, penetrated 
by alow arched entrance which in former 
times gave subterranean passage to the 
royal palace. Study itallso little or long as 
you may your whole bDeing is filled and 
thrilled by its majesty, beauty and repose, 

Antiquity shroudsthe beginning of Chris- 
tianity at Winchester. The cathedral ex- 
isted under Vortigern and Uther Pendragon, 
In nearly every particular as you will find it 
to-day this cathedral has stood since 980 or 
upwards of 1,000 years, while the earlier 
cathedral church on the site of the 
present structure was founded and endowed 
1,858 years ago. Winchester having been 
royal Winchester hundreds of years before 
London was more thana marshy fishing vil- 
lage, the cologsal exterior and royal interior 
as well as the vast number and architectural 
splendor of its royal and ecclesiastical 
sepulchers and monuments are at once ac- 
counted for. 


On entering this cathedral and taking a po- 
sition under the great west window you find 
nave, choir and vault simply a majestic 
study in mellowed and subdued gray. The 
tremendous proportions of the columns— 
they aretwelve feet in diameter, the dis- 
tance between them or the Intercolumniation 
being only about two diameters of the 
columns—are so great that there is not a 
break in their line on either side, save mid- 
way alongthe southern tier where stands 
Bishop Wykeham ’s noble chantry and tomb, 
through the entire length of nave and choir, 
the greatest of any cathedral in England. 

The nave columns and vaultana the choir 
seem to focus in one far, high, tremulous 
film of lightin the upper visible portion of 
the east window, above the marble altar 
screen. The space is so vast, the proportions 
so perfect, the old Norman work so splendid 
in its massive simplicity, even where modi- 
fied by transition and early English work, the 
admission of light so equable, that even the 
dark oaken choir screen sinks into place and 
depth of color only in lower fitting shadow, 
even serving to strengthen the effect of the 
marvelous altar white bathed inthe east win- 
dow’s mellowed rose, 


Clearly the distinguishing features of Win- 
chester Cathedral are structural vastness, 
massiveness, simplicity and repose. Strong- 
est marked in features of detail are over 
ornamentation of the Lady Chapel, particu- 
larly in the windows ; the bold and airy flying 
buttresses that stretch over the side aisles, 
supporting the upper walls; the rich open 
battlement surmounting these walls; the un- 
usual chamber or tribune erected for minis- 
trels inancient times over the western ex- 
tremity of the north aisle; the shortness, 
vastness and solidity of the great tower; and 
the location of the latter immediately over 
the choir, instead of over tne space ap- 
proaching it, as in most other cathedrals. 

The Cathedralis the richest in chantries 
and chapels ofany I have ever seen. Their 
great number and marvelous richness of or- 
namentation are accentuated from the mas- 
siveness and simplicity of their structural 
surroundings. Historically no sacred edifice 
in England -can boast such wealth of 
treasure, if it may be so regarded, 
in the mortuary remains of ancient 
kings and prelates, The tomb of William 
Rufus is in the center of the choir. 
Upon the top of the huge sanctuary 
screens are six mortuary chests. In 
one lie the bones of Kynegils and Adutphus. 
Inanother rest Kings Egbert and Kenviph. 
Athird holds the bones of Rufus, Canute, 
Queen Emma, who trod the nine heated 
ploughshares unscathed, and of Bishops 
Wina and Alwyn. A fourth is a ‘‘promiscnu- 
ous’’ collection of what was left of the re- 
mains of kings, princes and prelates after

a fifth reposes King Edmund and in the sixth 
lies Edred, ‘‘who admirably governed the 
country of the Britons.’’ Hosts more there 
are of later greatness and glory.

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ODD BEHAVIOR OF LIGHTNING, 


Some Reported Proceedings of the Ball 
Variety.

There was a belief among the Etruscang 
that there were three kinds of lightning—one 
incapable of doing any injury, one more 
harmful in its nature and consequently one 
to be issued witb the consent ofa quorum of 
twelve gods, athird carrying disaster in its 
train and for whicha regular decree was re« 


quired from the highest divinities. Ourtously » 
enough modern scientists have aiso decreed ' 


that ightning is of three kinds. The first 


Compreneess that in which the discharge: 
manifests itself in a long, luminous line bent 
into angles and zigzags. This kind is known 

as forked lightning. The second differs from 

the first inthe range of surface over which 

the flash is diffused and is called sheet light- 

ning, andthe third class has been made the 

subject of wide discussion and contention. 

It never assumes the form of long lines nor of’ 
sheets of flames, but appears as balis or 

lumps offire. They are not momentaryap-. 
paritions, but Jast several seconds and burst 

with a bright flare and a loud report, and oc- ’ 
casionaily discharge flashes of lightning. A 

schooimaster in Ohio whose school was 

struck during a recent storm declared that 

he saw a ball of fire strike and roll down the 

flagstaff of the school house, and the ball. 
caused a panic among the scholars, 

A singular story comes from Paris. A 
tailor who lived on the Rue St. Jacques was 
eating his dinner one day during a thunder 
storm, when he heard a loud clap and saw 
the chimney board fall out and a globe of fire’ 
as Dig as a man come quietly out and 
move about the rooma few feet above the. 
floor. After moving slowly about the ball 
went back intothe chimney and a moment 
laterthere was a loud explosion, which 
completely shattered the chimney. A at 
maee years ago the southwest pinnacle at 
an old church in Breog, in Cornwall, was de- 
moralized by a stroke of lightning and one 
stone weighing about three hundred pounds 
was huried upward and ina southerly direc- 
tion a distance of 100 yards and a second was 
sent in a northerly direction 100 yards a. 
third 100 yards to the east. 

In the forest of Wemoun.a tree was 
struck and two ytoeea torn from its trunk. 
The smaller of the two pleces was tossed a 
distance of 20 feet, and the larger, which it 
took eighteen men to move, was tossed 20 
feet in an opposite direction, 

In 1875 the topmastof the fishing schooner 
William and Mary of Swampscott, Mass. 
was hit by a flash and cut into chips and 
since that time three coasting schooners have 
had the same experience. A British ship 
while crossing the North Pacific Ocean from 
China was struck by a bali of globular light- 
ning which left such a sulphurous odor be-; 
hind it that the crew were obli to take to 
the rigging in orderto avoid suffocation. This. 
odor after an explosion occurred recently in 
Cuba when a large company of laborers on a 
tobacco pieatarme were obliged to take to.

There is still another phenomena produced 
by lightning and this is the lightning prints, 
Mr. Poly, who has treated the subject of 
lightning prints very fully in the pages of 
the French scientific journals, mentions 
twenty-four cases of the impression on the 
bodies of.men and animals.

Fletcher had called 
eattention ofthe city authorities to the 
necessity of preparing for it and Mayor 
Thomas had indorsed his suggestions and 
laid the matter before the City Council, but 
nothing wasdone eitherthen or when the 
Mayoragain appealed the following spring 
to the city fathers to take action. 
The cholera was not here, and 
it was argued. that any measures 
of preparation for f would frighten 
away strangers and injure business. The 
city’s Board of Health in 1866 consisted of a 
health officer and a committee from the 
City Council, but it had very little authority 
and the outbreak of the cholera in July of 
that year found the board, wholly unpre- 
pared to deal with the pestilence, Five 
Geaths occurred during the first week of its 
existence here and then it broke out ina 
gozen places at once and for three weeks, or 
until vigorous and systematic measures 
qwere taken to fight it, the epidemic grew at 
alarming rate. There were 120 fatal cases 
second week, 754 the third and 991 the 
fourth. By this time a committee of citizens 
bad been organized in each ward and 
the houses of the infected districts

had " the water used was mostly well water, 


inthe meantime been organized with Dr. 
John T. Hodgen atits headand the scourge 
was easily handled compared with that of 
the preceding year. It lasted, however, 
through November as the one of 1866 did and 
one death occurred as late as December. The 
fatalities for the year numbered 684, 
against 8,627 in 1866. According to 
some published reports 8,500 deaths 
occurred from cholera in 1866, but the official 
figures of the Board of Health, which were 
confirmed by an independent enumeration 
made by the City Assessor’s office, under Col. 
R. E. Rombauer, are 8,527. An examination 
of Col. Rombauer’s report, which was pub- 
lished in tabular form by Robert Moore in 
1884, shows that the epidemic was worse 
in those portions or the city that paid the 
least attention to sanitary measures. Fa- 
talities occurred in 600 different blocks, and 
in fifteen other districts and additions not 
divided into blocks, or in about one-fourth 
of the entire city. The largest number of 
deaths in one block was 47, the block being 
the one between Seventeenth and Eighteenth 
streets and Morgan street and Lucas avenue. 
The death rate here was, however, not so 
greatasin some other sections. This block 
had a total population of 879 people, 332 es- 
caping. The biock on the Levee between 
Morgan street and Christy avenue had only 
167 people and 43 of them succumbed to the 
cholera, or more than a quarter of the 
block’s entire population, and the adjoining 
block north lost 21 of its 106 people. There 
were 82 other blocks, in each of which the 
mortality exceeded 10. In the block bounded 
by Chestnut, Market, Second and Third 
streets 83 people out of 223 died, and the same 
number died out of 221 on O’Fallon between 
Fifteenth street and Blairavenue. The block 
between Third and Collins streets and 
Franklin avenue and Carr street, had its 
popuiation reduced from 504 to 462, a loss of 
42 souls. In sixteen other biocks the mor- 
tality in each exceeded twenty, though in 
only one was the death rate as much as one 


in ten. 
In only forty-nine of the 609 blocks in which 


fatal cases of cholera occurred was the death 


rate that high. The highest death rate re- 
ported was 693, that is 693 in 1,000 inhabitants,

Very high death rates occurred in twoother 
blocks in North St. Louis, but they were two 
blocks that had all told only seven people to 
| begin with, and three of these died. In only 
one other block was the death rate as much 

as .333, or one in three, and that death was in 
a family of three persons on Olive between 
Nineteenth and Twentieth streets. 

The prevailing death rate in the more 
thickly populated portions of the city was 
between one in ten and one in five, though in 
a few sections it got up to one in four. Twelve 
of the forty-seven people living between 
O’Fallon and Ashley and First and Second 
streets died of the cholera that year. 

‘*Bohemia,’’ and Frenchtown—or Ger- 
mantownas the latter should be called— 
fared about as badly as any portion 
of the city, 158 fatal cases oc- 
curring in the district between Park 
and Russell avenues and Broadway and Thir- 
teenth street, and 312in the district east of 
Broadway and between Chouteau avenue 
andthe Arsenal, Between Broadway and 
Seconda Carondelet avenue and Chouteau and 
Park avenues, comprising a very aristocratic 
district in 1866, 48 deaths occurred, but nearly 
allof them were inthe southeast corner of 
the district and attached to Frenchtown. 

North of Chouteau avenue to Market street 
and east of Broadway to the river there were 
275 deaths, 108 of them being between Second 
and Third streets ; and north of Market street 
to Biddle and east of Broadway there were 
351 deaths. 

Franklin avenue, Morgan street, Christy av- 
enue and Wash, Carr and Biddle streets, all 
carried a good deal of cholera west from 
Broadway, as did O’Fallon street and Cass 
avenue; 1125 deaths occurred in the territory 
traversed by these streets between Broadway 
and Jefferson avenue, Cass and Washington 
avenues being the north and south boundary 
lines of the district. The total number of 
fatal cases of cholerain the city outside of 
the hospitals was 3,171, so that over one- 
third occurred in this portion of the city. In 
the other districts mentioned 1,091 deaths oc- 
curred, leaving 955 for the balance ofthe city, 
and these were pretty evenly distributed over 
North 58t. Louis, andthe Gentral part 
of the city between Wabhin ton | 
teauavenues and Broad 

avenue, afew cases bell 


Of the 600 blocks In which cholera occurred, 
83 had more than 400 inhabitants each, but 
of these 83 only 25 had as many as 10 fatal 
cases of cholera. The most densely popu- 
lated of these twenty-five blocks was the one 
between Ninth and Tenth and Biddle and 
O’Fallon streets, but only a few persons died 
here out of a population of 830. The ad- 
joining block north comes next in 
density of population, and here there 
were 21 deaths in 818 people. The 
two blocks between Seventh and Ninth and 
O’Falion and Biddle lost together 37 
out of their 1,556 inhabitants; and one 
bounded by Eighth and Ninthand Biddie 
and Carr lost 10 outof747. Cholera oc- 
curred in eight other BlocKs as thickly set- 
tled as the one just referred to, but 
the death rate in them was even lighter than 
in the others, not one of them having as 
many as 10 deaths. 

The epidemic did not amount to much 
after September, only 51 deaths occurring in 
October ana only4 in November. August 
was the worst month, 2,388 fatal cases of 
cholera occurring in that month. In Septem- 
ber the number was 1,082.

his leisure, as a purple background to the 
picture of actual life, stood this ever preseht 
country which he calleq Gombroon, 

‘*So, when in the midst of this, husband 
wrote me that if he could think as earnestly 
and industriously of the coming convention 
as he did of the cows and the orchard upon 
Black Mountain he would probably be more 
successful as a politician, I named the home 
Gombroon, and Gombroon it is likely to re. 
main.’’ 

You get off the R. & D. train at Black 
Mountain Station, and there you secure 
a flacre drawn by two melancholy 
mules, Black Mountain Station is 
not a financial center, but is still dic- 
tated toby Wall street. <A large political 
meeting was being held there at the school 
house on the afternoon of our arrival, and 
good pure Democratic doctrine was coming 
out through the open window, together with 
the flavor of honest toil and unrectified 
spirits. 

The road to Gombroon is eight miles in 
length and reminds one of Pennsylvania 
avenue in some respects. The route crosses 
and recrosses the branch just often enough 
to Keep the feet of one’s mulestidy, and the 
bowlders which you drive over are well 
worthy of the attention of the geologist. 
Four years agoI would have said that the 
road toGombroon was roughand irregular, 
but since then I have driven over Patten 
avenue and South Main streetin Asheville, 
and lam gentlerin my judgment of moun- 
tain roads since that. 

I gathered from what Senator Vance let 
fall while we were conversing on political 
matters that he is a Democrat. So is Mrs, 
Vance. Yet they had nothingto say of the 
Republican nominees except in a tone of the 
most kindly commiseration. We spake very 
little on political matters, however, as Maj. 
Wilson was there also, and ifany one spoke 
of politics he promptly but gracefully 
changed the topic of conversation by refer- 
ring to the third party candidates. 

The nominees on the Third party ticket in 
North Carolina seem to be having some 
trouble already, one having been arrested for 
using profane language in the Post-office, 
another for carrying concealed weapons, 
another charged with elopipg with his wife’s 
sister and another with stealing a hog from a 
widow woman during our late war, I trust 
that these grave charges will be refuted at 
an early date. 

Senator Vance has many agricultural ideas 
incommon withmy own. His watermelons 
mature in October. So do mine. He has 
been unsuccessful in perfecting a coreless 
baked apple from seedling trees. So havel. 
His wormless apple for train use has never 
reached maturity. Neither has my own. 

But vegetables generally have done well in 
both cases. We had an abundance of all 
truck from the garden, and Irish potatoes 
that would do more for home rule than all 
the enthusiasm and arnica of the political 
meetings and stellated fracturesin Ireland, 
where all joint discussions are held in the 
rum joints of that liberty-loving island. 
Gombroon is a handsome summer home, 
built of native timber grown on the place, 
cuton the place and hauled by the Vance 
mules, Peter and Repeter, to a little mill 
down the Branch, where the timber was 
sawed, dressed, kiln-dried and prepared for 
the building. In digging for the foundation 
a bed of beautiful building sand was found, 
anda quarry of exccllent stone was struck 
within a four-minute walk of the house and 
a little above it, so that with a stone 
boatand the speckled steers, Eyether and 
Nyether, Senator Vance easily hauled in a 
few days stone enoughto build the founda- 
tion of his house. 

The building is finished in the very justly 
celebrated woods of North Carolina, andl 
may be allowed at this point to speak, I 
hope, of the lack of enthusiasm shown in the 
collection anda preparation of such things for 
the big fair from this State. Itis doubtful if 
any other State in the Union has such an 
unbounded wealth of beautiful woods, 
and yet I tremble when I think what 


Chicago. Nebraska, whichis a magnificent 
agricultural State, but not celebrated asa 
timber State by any means, will furnish the 
$1,000 hammer with ahandle of Nebraska 
woods with which to drive the last nail in the 
woman’s building. Why couldn’t North 
Oarolina, withevery variety of staple and 
ornamental wood covering the entire Blue 
Ridge in this State toa depth of eighty to a 
hundred feet, nerve herself upto supplying 
the handle of sucha hammer? She would not 
feel it in fifty years from now. 

Gombroon, with its oaken stairs and halls, 
its ceilings of curly poplar and maple, its 
rooms finished in cherryand mountain ma- 
hogany, its library with massive dark beams 
of native wood and oaken floors, is a good 
advertisement of what there is lying un- 
touched and undeveloped in what Prof. 
Guyot says is the most magnificently wooded 
mountain range in the world. 

Mr. Suttle, to whose mules we were indebt- 
ed for a delightful ride of eight miles up to 
Gombroon, said that the estate embraces 
2,500 acres, which gives the Senator’s pigs a 
feeling of perfect freedom that ts entirely ab - 
sent inthe illiterate but arrogant hog of the 
congested metropolis. ; 

The Vance hog may be Known at once by 
the flash of hiseye and the firm, erect and 
defiant tail. His face is long and thoughtful, 
but there is an elasticity to his step which re- 
minds one of the antelope, the springbok or 
the gazelle. 

Senator Vance began life and gradually 
worked his way up to Congress, where he 
has nothing to do from morning till night but 
legislate in the interests of good government 
daytimes and answer letters from his con- 
stituents at night. 

Asayoung lawyer he attracted the atten- 
tion of thecourt by his Craggy Mountain 
methods of settling matters with opposing 
counsel. ‘‘Will you step outside and repeat 
that remark?’’ he would say in a low tone to 
counsel, motioning over his shoulder with 
his thumb. Then, if counsel said yes, they 
would slipout quietly and in an ex parte 
method arrange the matter, returning later 
with from two to four eyes closed and re- 
sume the trial. : 

One of his earlier cases was taken by Mr. 
Vance on shares or at the halves, he tore- 
ceive 50 per cent of the judgment for his 
work. His client duringthe trial developed 
into a person criminally Mable, and under 
the old statute received a verdict of fifty- 
seven lashes.

P. 8.—It has never been publishea anywhere. 


The lady’s name, of course, was not Sara J, 
Jessop and it was equally ,‘‘of course’’ not 
necessary for her to append the P. 8., except 
in so far as her sex compelled her to do so. 
One reading of ‘‘Immortality’’ was convinc- 
ing thatit had never been published any- 
where and was not likely to be published any- 
where else. The temptation to accede tn Miss 
Jessop’s request and tell her where to send it 
next was strong, and I was on the point of 
advising her to send it to the Dead Letter 
Office at Washington, but concluded that she 
would feel happlerif Ireturned it with the 
hint that it was unavoidable, giving her 
reason to believe that it gave me a pang to 
part with it, that it was rejected not because 
it was lackingin merit, but because it was 
too much like one of Rossetti’s sonnets that 
had already been published. 

A very candid person once submitted a 
prose sketch tome when I was connected 
with the editorial staff of Life and hoped it 
would ‘‘go,’’ because the author wanted $4 
to subscribe for Puck. 

A story istold ofan excitable person who 
once rushed into the office of the American 
Express Co. in this city and shouted out to 
the man behind the desk: 

**If I bring a package here to-morrow what 
time will it get there?’’ 

I always enjoyed that story very much, but 
it was invariably with some misgivings as to 
its veracity, yet last winter I discovered the 
exact counterpart-of this excitable person 
grazing inthe fleldsat the foot of Parnas- 
sus. This counterpart had evidently been 
courting the muse to his satisfaction, but 
was cautiousin displaying the resultsof his 
attentions. Hewas not goingto part with 
his Nterary treasures without exercising 
every possible precaution against piratical 
editorsand pubiishers; so, without sending 
a line of his work, he sat himself down and 
wrote me the following note: 

My DEAR SiR-—I have written a half dozen very 


good poems. What are they worth to you? ~- In- 
closed find stamp forreply. Yours truly,—, ——. 


AN equally delightful correspondent once 
wrote as follows: 


Ihavealot of fine jokes on hand. The trouble is 
I cannot punctuate them. What shall l do? 


The obvious answer was: ‘*Study punctua- 
tion,’’ but there was something so deliciously 
absurd about the appeal, that feeling that 
here was, perhaps, one of those rare gen- 
iuses, a natural humorist, I requested him to 
forward the material for inspection, to dis- 
cover, alas! that the jokes were deficient not 
only in punctuation, but in all other points 
as well, 

The poets who have wares to sell not in- 
frequently drop into rhyme when they pen 
their letters of submission. I have a large 
numberof those in my scrap book, from 
which I cull the following specimens. 

From a contributor of jokes came this: 

I fear that I'd unlucky be, 
I foolish am, I ween; 

For lo! the jokes I send herewith 
In number are thirteen. 

To which in sending back the thirteen re- 

jected addresses the editor replied: 
I’m really very sorry 
That your presages were right, 
Your jokes are bad, begorry! 
But your rhyme is out of sight. 

Avery frank unknown sent this with .a 
story which would have been most accept- 
able had it been a hundredth part as.good as 
the verse: 

I’ve failed In law and medicine, 
l’ve many anxious debtors, 

And now to settle up accounts 
I’m going into letters. 

As far as I have been able to Jearn the poor 
fellow never got in any deeper. A prolific 
writer of society verse, some of whose 
epistolary effusions of this sort have already 
been printed, sent these lines with one of his 
poems: 

O! prithee cast your eagle squint 
O’er this poetic tale, 
Andif ’tis good enough to print 
member ’tis for sale. 

On another occasion, possibly to show the 
versatility of a mind capable of dwelling 
upon things material and immaterial at one 
and the same time, he maileda sonnet to a 
magazine editor with this effusion: 

I say, my Lord, I hope you’re well, 
This ‘ ‘Sonnet to the Soul,’’ 
If you should want isI will sell 
or two fuil om coal; 


In a short sketch published a few years ago 
in a periodical now no more, I mentioned 
these edifying instances of the habit of the 
poetic mind to indulge in ‘‘shop’’ when writ- 
ing to the editors: 

The author of a very popular volume of 
Vers de Societe sent a verse, the last line of 
which the soul-satisfying sum of $ was men- 
tioned, and in his accompanying remarks 
wrote: 

Dear Blank. here is a rhyme of mine, 


A ripple from the classic rill, 
You’ tind in reaching the last line 
The biil. 

Deserting the quatrain in his next commun- 
ication, the writer of these lines indulged in 
this poetic filght: 

Dear Blank, perhaps this rhyme will plaase 
“a rg? fan. ank, hungry editor, 
If so. yours truly here agrees 
o be his friendly creditor. 
I trust the check will be so gen- 
rous for this song lyrica 
after years it may be men- 
Tioned almost as a miracie. 

Friendship of long standing alone averted 
bloodshed when the same poet wrote in sub- 
mitting a quatrain: 


They say you don’t know what is what, 
I don’t u do, 


———- 
*Rain. 

The reply to this was quite in the same 

spirit, for the editor wrote: 
I may not know just is what, 
Or which is whic on’t ask it; 
a know your little Quat 
buried in my basket. 

A properly independent spirit was shown 
by the contributor, who wrote apropos pf a 
short essay: | 

If hae want 16 take it, | 
I'm not | 
If you don’t w 
be 


A somewhat less mercenery spirit is showg 
in the rhyme sent by a contributor to Har 
pers’ who sald: ~ oy | 

l'vew never 
1 uneit my heed Inere oar = 
Ii take it out 2B A von aga . 

Mr. Bunner of Puck isa man of infinite re- 
source in dealing with contributors, and 
many are the instances in which fresh letters 
have been responded to in withering fashion. 
Possibly the most withered would-be con- 
tributor Puck ever had was the man who sent 
ina poem with a simple Mne inscribed bee 
neath it, ‘‘What will you give me for this?’’ 
According to report, Mr. Bunner’s reply was 
**ten yards start.’’ 

This is very like the story of the poet who 
informed a friend that he had received $80 for 
apoem only to be told in return that he 
oyght to have got thirty days, but the Puck 
story has the advantage overit that it is 
probably true. 

The most amusing phase of ‘‘How Contrib- 
utors Submit’’ isin the devices employed by 
those whothink their failureto risein the 
world Is due solely to the fact that editors do 
not read their productions, to prove that the 
editor has not read them. The amount of 
ingenuity wasted upon their patent detection 

schemes, ifemployed inthe construction of 
a plot fora story, would result in winning 
plaudits even from Mr. Howells, to whom 
plots are a nuisance. Pages are pasted 
together very slightly, but yet enough to 
show the contributor thinks whether the edi- 
tor had gone through the whole story from 
beginning toend. Sand is placed in the folds 
of the MSS. so that inthe event of the MSS, 
coming back with the sand still there, there 
can be but one conclusion. Little scraps of 
paper are inserted for the same purpose, 
Pages are arranged out of their numerical 
order. If this came back still disarranged as 
to sequence the editor can’t have read 
them. 

Thereis but one kindof contributor who 
submits left for consideration. He is the 
creature who submits unsubmissively, 
who comes in person like a peddler, his 
wares in one pocket, and, as arule,a cigar 
for the editor in thé other. 

The whole matter of the personal submitted 
is well summed upin Mr. McElroy’s delicious 
story of Augustus, who once wrote a poem, 
‘*Why Dol Live?’’ This he sent to a favored 
journal, receiving, however, no response, 
Several days went by, and finally Augustus 
picked up a new issue of the periodical he 
had honored and read among the answers to 
correspondents the following: 

AUGUSTUS.—You ask, *‘Why Do 1 Live?’’ You 
live, Augustus, because you sent that poem through 
the mails instead of presenting it in person. 


Which, no doubt, served Augustus right, ag 
wellas affordinga hint tothe personal con- 
tribution, wherever he may be or whoever 
he may be, which he would do well, ‘‘when 
found to make a note on,’’
